My Lords and Gentlemen, 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant having taken into His confideration the mo- 
tives which induced His predecelfor the Marquis of Buckingham to add to the 
number of your Board ; alfo the arrangement which was made at that time for con- 
ducting the Bufinefs of the Revenue with greater eafe, advantage, and difpateh, as 
Rated in Mr.Sackville Hamilton’s letter to your Board of the 17th October 1789 ; 
is of opinion, that the advantages to the Revenue, and eafe to the managers thereof, 
therein propofed, would be more effectually fecured, if the principles there laid down 
were extended fomewhat further. 

His Excellency conceives ..that two Boards fitting in the fame room, although at 
different tables, mult neceffarily interfere with and interrupt each other; that it is 
impoffible for two Secretaries to read at the lame time to two Boards lilting in the 
lame*room, without diftradting the attention of both Boards ; and therefore He is of 
opinion, that it would add much to the convenience of the Commiffioners, and to the 
difpateh of bufinefs, if the Commiffioners for fuperintending the different branches 
of Revenue fat in different rooms. 

His Excellency is alfo of opinion, that by dividing the Bufinefs, and confining the 
attention of a certain number of the Commiffioners to diftindt apartments, they will 
be able todiredt the Bufinefs committed to them much more to the advantage of 
the Public, than they could do while their minds were diftradted by too great a 
variety of objects. 

I am therefore commanded by His Excellency to fignify to you, That it is His 
pleafure that the Bufinefs of the Revenue be in future divided into Port and 
Inland Bufinefs; and be condudted in feparate Departments, in the manner herein- 
after ftated. 

That 
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That the Port Bufinefs do confift of luch part as is at prefent tranfa&ed in the 
Office of the Secretary for the Port Bufinefs ; and the Inland do. confift of Rich part 
as is at prefent trim ladled in the Office of.the Secretary for the Inland Department. 

That the latter divifion be put under the fuper'mtendence of Mr. Beresford, and 
the other four Commiffioners of Excife ; and the former divifion under that of Mr. 
Beresford and the four Commiffioners of Cuftoms. 

That the Commiffioners for the Port Department do fit in the prefent Board 
Room, as being more convenient for the' Officers of the Long Room and the Mer- 
chants having bufinefs to tranfad, than any other apartment ; and that the Com- 
miffioners for the Inland Revenue do fit in the large room at prefent in the poffeffiott 
of the Secretary for that Department. 

That the Commiffioners thus appointed, do confine their attention to thofc 
brandies of the Revenue thus put under their fuperinteodence ; but that when the 
Law requires any aft to be done in the Excife branch of the Port Department, fuck 
as figning Comniiffions, &c. the Commiffioners of Excife will, at the requifition of 
the Commiffioners aiding in the Port Department, give them fuch aid as the Law 
empowers them to do. _ . r 

By this arrangement the Bufinefs of the Revenue will be conducted precuely 
upon the plan laid down in the letter of the 17th Odtober 1789, except that the 
Commiffioners for the different Departments will lit in different rooms. 

The other caufe of the delay of Bufinefs mentioned in the letter of the 17th of 
Oftober 1789, was the great length of time confumed in trials before the Board ; 
this caufe is now totally removed, as thefe trials are now held before Sub-Commit- 
fioners in the diftrid of Dublin, as in other diftrids ; and as the prelent arrange- 
ment will obviate the inconveniences arifing from the Commiffioners all fitting 
together, he conceives the ftrongeft hopes, that every part of the Revenue Bufinels 
will go on with eafe and difpatch. . f . 

His Excellency has the firmed reliance upon the attention and abilities ot the 
Commiffioners in both Departments ; and knowing their zeal for the Public Service, 
he cannot entertain a doubt, but they will exert themfelves for the advantage of the 
Revenue committed to their care, and that they will, where neceffary, cordially co- 
operate in carrying on the Bufinefs in the manner mod advantageous for the Public.

The Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, having reprefented to the Lord 
Lieutenant, that the produce of the Duty on the manufacture of Paper appears 
to them to be much lels than it ought to be, and that it would be advife- 
able that a perfon fkilled in that manufacture fliould be appointed to infpeCt the 
Paper Mills, and to inftruCt the Revenue Officers to charge the Duties in a proper 
manner, for which fervice they recommend Mr. Daniel Sullivan; 

And, it appearing to His Excellency, that a confiderable increafe of Revenue may 
probably be obtained from this meafure ; His Excellency defires you will ap- 
point Mr. Sullivan to be InfpeCtor of Paper Mills in Ireland, for the purpofe of 
inftruCting the Revenue Officers in the proper mode of charging the Duties; the 
faid appointment to continue for the fpace of a year only, as an experiment to 
afcertain the benefits likely to arife from fuch an office.; and Mr. Sullivan is to be 
allowed a falary at the rate of £. 300. a' year, and an allowance of One guinea per 
day while employed in this duty, upon proof thereof to be ..made to your latis- 
•faCtion .

I am commanded, by the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, to obferve to 
you, that notwithftanding the repeated Letters on the fubjeCt of the Balances due 
by difmiffed and deceafed Collectors, little progrefs appears to have been made in 
the recovery of them; it is with the moft ferious concern that my Lords have ob- 
feved, that on the 5th January laft, they (till amounted to the enormous fum of 
£. 120,315. 6 s.' 9 

My Lordsdeem.it to be of the utmoft importance to the Public, that the moft 
effectual means (hould be adopted to bring thofe Balances into the Exchequer ; and 
further are of opinion, that nothing will tend more effectually to prevent in future 
large Balances being loft to the Public, by the negligence or difhonefty of Officers 
employed in the Collection of His Majefty’s Revenue, as a firm determination of 
vigoroufly profecuting fuch public defaulters. 

For the purpofe, therefore, of fhewing you the abfolute neceffity of. your Board 
applying the moft effectual fuperintendence of the proceedings of the Law Officers 
of the Revenue, I have their Lordfhips commands to fend you copies of the feveral 
letters which have been written on this fubjeCt, with an account of the proceedings 
which were had in confequence thereof. 

The firft letter which their Lordfhips defire me to mention, is that dated the 7th 
May 1796 ; this letter direCts you to lay before their Lordfhips, cc A Statement of 
“ the Balances due to the Crown at that time by difmiffed and deceafed Collectors, 
“ with the fteps taken for the recovery of the fame.” 

In anfwer to this letter, you were pleafed to ftate (on the 20th Auguft 1796) 
4 ‘ That you had given Mr, Carr directions, on the 4th of faid Month, to lue for each 
“ and every of the Balances due by dilmiffed and deceafed Collectors (fo far as 
“ relates to the Inland Department) and to report oppofite to- each cafe in three 
“ months from that date.” 

In confequence of the foregoing letter, their Lordfhips did, on the 7th December 
1796, requeft of you to acquaint them, “ What fteps Mr. Carr had taken, fince 

“ the 
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“ the 4th of Augult laft, for the recovery' of the Balances above-mentioned, and how 
“ the Proceedings flood on that day.” 

And their Lord lb ips, on the 16th December 1796, required the attendance of 
Mr. Carr, Solicitor for the Inland Department, and Mr. Waller for the CuftomS, 
on the following day at the Trcafury. 

Mr. Carr and Mr. Waller having attended, agreeably to their Lordfhips orders, it 
appeared that there were feme, of the difmiffed and deceafed Collectors, whole 
Balance had not been, by the Accountant General, returned to them with that ac- 
curacy as would enable them to proceed againft thofe perfons. 

On receiving this information, the Accountant General was required forthwith to 
furnifh their Lordfhips with the Balances due by each of the following perfons, viz. 

Henry Tifdall, late Collector of Athlone; 

Edward Hunt, Surveyor General, when in charge of the Collection of 
Athlone ; 

Honourable John Browne, late Collector of Foxford ; 

David Freeman, late Collector of Foxford. 

The above not having been complied with, their Lordfhips, on the 9th May

“ I am therefore commanded, by their Lordlhips, to requeft you to call on the 

feveral Officers mentioned to report on the lame, it being neceflary for the 
“ Public Service, that their Lordlhips lliould be furnifhed with the information 
“ required by their feveral letters, and that meafures Ihould be immediately taken 
<c for the recovery of what may be due by the feveral difmiffed and deceafed Col- 
“ leCtors as aforefaid.” 

The information required by the foregoing letter of the ill June 1799, not having 
been received, their Lordlhips did, on the 2,3d October 1800, order the following 
letter to be lent to you :

Pa From the whole of the foregoing letters it muff appear how negligent the feveral 
Officers employed in the Law Department of the Revenue have been m the per- 
formance of their duty ; and my Lords did hope, that you would have exerted your 
authority on this occafton, by calling on the feveral perfons concerned, to report 
from time to time their proceedings, which would have obliged them to proceed with 
energy when they perceived that your Board would infift on the performance or tneir 

I^am now therefore commanded by their Lordfhips to acquaint you, that they 
expect you will forthwith direft the Accountant General to Hate to you the Balance 
due by each difmiffed and deceafed Collector on. the 25th of March 1796, with

We had alfo the honour of receiving Mr. Secretary Abbot’s further letter of the 
1 2th of October laR, enclofing the copy of one which had been received from 

William 
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William Irving, Efq; of the Cuftom Houfc of London, relative to the mode of 
checking and paffing the Accounts of the Out-port Colledors of the Cuftoms in 
England, without requiring their attendance in London ; which Your Excellency 
was pleafed to fend us, with the papers annexed, for our Information, which we 
likewiie referred to the Accountant General for his obfervations. 

And we had the honour alfo of receiving Mr. Secretary Abbot’s letter of the 10th 
December laft, fignifying Your Excellency’s further commands, that we would, as 
foon as we conveniently could, lay before Your Excellency our Report refpeding fuch 
a mode of palling the Collectors Accounts as may difpcnfe with their perfonal 
attendance in Dublin; which fubjeCt Your Excellency had been pleafed to commit 
to our confideration in Mr. Secretary Abbot’s faid letter of the 12th of September. 

And we having received the Report of John Smart, Efq; Deputy Accountant 
General, upon the whole of this bufinefs, it appears therefrom, that he has carefully 
read Mr. Irving’s faid letter, and compared it with the five Englilh Accounts there- 
with tranfmitted ; and that he had alfo compared thofe Accounts with fome of the 
Irifh Quarters Accounts, and that he did not perceive any material difference be- 
tween them in their flatement, check, or examination, except that, in England, the 
Remittances of the Collectors to the Receiver General are often made on account of 
fpecific Duties. But he obierves, that the faid Accounts, tranfmitted by Mr. Irving, 
are of Harwick, which is a Port Colleftion only, and ofcourfe no Excife (or Inland) 
Duties included in them. The Deputy Accountant General thereupon proceeded to 
Rate, with regard to the reference made to the Accountant General for his opinion 
relative to a mode to be propofed for palling the Annual Accounts of the Revenue 
Collectors without their perfonal attendance in Dublin, and fubmits his opinion, 
that no difficulty can arife from fuch a mode being adopted, provided that all the 
certificates neceffary for the Accountant General’s paffing thofe Accounts, be pro- 
cured from the feveral certifying officers, and furniflied to him with unerring punc* 
tuality, as foon as pdjfible after every 5 th of January, 5th of April, 5th of July, and 
10th of October, being the days on which the Collectors are to clofe their quarterly 
Accounts ; — 

And Mr. Smart fubmits to the Board, that under an Act of Parliament, Rill ev- 
iffiing, the Revenue Colleftors are obliged to attend in Dublin, and fwear to their 
annual Accounts before a Baron of the Exchequer, between the commencement of 
EaRer Term and the end of Trinity Term ; this Act, he humbly apprehends, muR be 
repealed, and the Collectors allowed to fwear to their annual Accounts in the 
country, if a mode fhould be adopted for paffing their Accounts without their per- 
fonal attendance in Dublin ; — that the Certificates, &c. neceffary to be furnifhed 
to the Accountant General, are, viz.

And Mr. Smart alfo obferves to the Beard, that m general the only bufinels 
the Collectors have in Dublin, at the time of pafling their Accounts, is to lollcit 

from the feveral Offices the before-mentioned Certificates. t 

We beg leave to report to Your Excellency, that having taken Your Excellency s 
commands, and the Deputy Accountant General’s Report into full confideration 
we are humbly of opinion, that, by affording to him Two Clerks, to be employed 
fpecially under his own particular direftion, for the purpofe of fallowing up and 
obtaining, with prompt quicknefs and difpatch, all the Certificates Decenary tor 
the Accountant General’s pafling the Accounts, to be procured from the leveral 
certifying Officers, and furnilhed to him with unerring punftuahty; as\ fion asfoJJiUe 
after every eth January, 5 th April, jtb July, and loth Oftober, being the days on 
which the Collectors are to clofe their Quarterly Accounts; and by his being 
enabled, with the affiftance of thofe Clerks, .to extend the neceflary corret- 
■pondence from his Office to the feveral Colleftors and other Officers concerned, 
the Accounts of the Colledors may be palled without requiring their pertonal 
attendance in Dublin ; and that, under this alteration of the pretent fyftem, it does 
not appear to us, that the Accounts can be lefs corred, nor the efficacy ot the 
Checks to be applied to them. That thofe Clerks ffiould not be placed on the 
-eftabliftrment, but fpecially paid fuch allowances as lhall be fluted to their labour, 
•cxprefsly upon the condition of the Deputy Accountant General s certifying, that 
they thall have performed the particular duties for which they ftiall be to em- 
ployed ; and that we are humbly of opinion, that an allowance of£. loo. a year to 
the' principal of thofe Clerks, and £. 60. per annum to the fecond, will be a rea- 
■fonable and proper compenfation to them. 

And if Your Excellency thall be pleafed to approve of this plan, it will be 
necclfary to repeal fo much of the 44th rule of the Act of the i4thand I J 1 
Charles the Second, chap. 9., as requires that every Colkdor thall, half-yea y, 
betwixt the beginning of Eafter, .and ending of Trinity Term, repair to Dublin, 
there to make oath of the truth of his, or their respective Accounts font up to 
the Commiffioners ; and that a provifion fiiall be made inftcad thereof, that they, 
lhall make oath to the truth of their Accounts, before any of the Judges of Affiz.e 
on their Circuits, or in fuch other manner as may be deemed mott proper. 

All which we humbly fubmit to your Excellency’s confideration.

On inveftigation of the Bufinefs of Entry and Difcharge now making in purfuance 
of the Board’s Orders, it having appeared, that from the loofe and illegal forms in 
which the Affidavits are fometimes made before the Patentee Officers, with relpedt to 
; the value of unrated Goods, there is a great opening for frauds and impofitions on the 
Revenue, and a particular inftance thereof has been laid before the Board, and other 
inftances quoted where no Affidavits whatever had been made, except the word 
(Sworn) fubfcribed, &c. 

And a cafe having been laid before the Board’s Counfel, in confequence they have 
-given their opinion, that the Affirmation which they have read, is not fuch as fecures 
to the Crown the Duties it is entitled to ; for that all unrated Goods are liable to a 
valuation according to the price of the Goods in the market where fold, that is, 
according to the price the Goods would bring if fold fubjed to Duty, and which, 
of courfe, would comprehend all the cofts and carriage, &c. as well as original cofts 
of the Articles.; and the following form of the proper Affidavit having been pre- 
pared under the,.

Inftrudfcions having been requefted to be given by the Board, in what manner the 
Storeage Duty is to be charged on Salt and other Goods imported and ftored; and 
having called upon the proper Officers for their opinions thereon, and taken the fame 
into confideration, I am diredted by the Board to inform you, that if Salt be in the 
King’s Stores, it is to pay Storeage according to the denomination given to it in the 
Book of llates, that is, by the bufhel, becaufe when the entry from the view comes 
to be made, the number of bufhels appear therein, for which the Storeage is payable ; 
but if Salt has been ftored in the Importer’s own Stores, or that he pays the rent of the 
Store in which it has been depofited, in either of thofe cafes where this indulgence is 
given (which is always to be done by fpecial Order of the Board only, and the Goods 
lodged in fafe and fecure Stores under the excluflve locks and keys of the King) the 
Importer is not to be charged with the Crown’s fhare of the Storeage* 

And it being a new pradtice to land Salt on bill of view, the Board have, agree- 
ably to the powers given to them, by the 29th Rule of the Act of Cuftoms, fixed 
the rate of Storeage thereon, at One Farthing per Bufhel for every week it remains in 
•Store after the .firft week ; and One Ton of Rock Salt being equal to about Sixteen 
Bufhels of White Salt, it is to pay Storeage at the rate of Four Pence per Ton by 
the week. 

And as to Goods, at leaft fuch as are imported in Packages, the pradtice of Dublin 
Port is, to charge Two Pence per week (of feven days) for each Package (large or 
fmall) allowing the firft week free; and further, that the Duty arifing on Storeage 
muft appear on the fame Warrant with the Duty on the Goods themfelves, and you 
and your Officers are to conduct yourfelves accordingly. By the above-mentioned

And the Board having taken the fame into con'fideration, they think it neceffary 
to explain, that the .price for which the Goods have been already bought from the 
Merchant or Manufacturer in Great Britain, to which are to be added, agreeable 
to -the words of the Affidavit, “ all charges of Shipment, Freight, Insurance, 
Landing, and Commiffion, and all other Charges whatfoever, without compre- 
“ bending the Duty,” is to regulate the Payments of the King’s Revenue thereon • 
and that if the Agent has not received a Bill of Parcels, or Prices and Charges 
from. his .Correfpondent, he muft either write for them to -enable him to pafs the 
Entry, or the Proprietor in Ireland muft come forward himfelf, for that the Agent 
to the parties muft know the value of the Goods, and the other particulars above- 
mentioned, as the Duties payable to the Crown cannot be permitted to depend 
either upon conjecture, ignorance, or want of information, and that therefore the 
Agent muft qualify himfelf by obtaining the requifttes, otherwife the perfon muft 
come forward who can do fo. That if an Importer is fick or abfent, the perfon 
who transacts his bufmefs, is -no doubt (or if he is not fnould be) in poffeffion of 
all the Documents which the Owner himfelf would have had if prefent and 
therefore when fuch perfon makes an Entry of Goods on value, he has only to add 
ivhere he figns his name to the oath, the following Explanation • viz 
For A. B. fick or abfent.

As a description of the effed of the Ad of Parliament (of which I tranfmitted 
a Copy) for continuing after the 25th of March 1801, the Port and Inland Duties 
payable in Ireland, as they at prelent ftand, with reference to the Ad of Union 
may give Efficient information to the Colledors of the Revenue, it may be ufeful 
to ftate the operation of this Ad. If all the Duties granted in Ireland by tlv* Ad 
2 * Q 
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of 1800, chap. 4. and continue in the Schedules, had remained as there fet forth, 
the continuing of them would have been a fimple matter, which would not have 1 
required any information ; but additions to and alterations in tholie Duties were 
made by fubfequent Afts of Parliament. 

With -refpeft to the Port Duties, the Adt, chap. 14. tmpofed a further Duty on 
Rum, in addition to the Duty impofed. on it by chap. 4, and then it became 
liable to both Duties ; and by the i'aid Aft, chap. 14, a Schedule of Duties on 
Export to the Colonies was fubftituted in lieu of the Schedule for the like Purpofe 
to chap. 4. - 

By chap. 25, a Duty on Refined Sugar imported, was granted in addition to the 
Duty granted by chap. 4. 

And by the Ad of Union, which is a permanent Ad, and tooie place from itt 
January 1801, a confiderable variation was made in the Schedule of Duties, to 
chap. 4, and from that time the Duties have been levied agreeably thereto. 

And the prefent Ad continues from the 25th March 1801, all the Duties as 
they flood upon the whole of the aforefaid Ads, which is the date in which they 
were after the 1 ft January 1801. _ ■ • 

With refped to the Excife or Inland Duties contained in the Schedule G. to 
the faid Ad, chap. 4, the Ad of Union has not affeded them, and the Duties 
in this Schedule, with the alterations made by the fubfequent Ads, are the Du- 
ties which are now continued, and are the fame as were payable after they weie fo 
altered ; the alterations are as follow : 

By the Schedule G, a Duty of£. 20. was impofed on every Licence to a Brewer 
in every place, other than thofe places where the Duty was ^.30.; but by the fub- 
fequent Ad to continue the Malt Regulations, if the place in which the Biewer 
refides, is not one of the places where the Duty of £. 30. is payable, nor a Corpo- 
ration or Borough returning a Member to Parliament after the Union, the Duty 
in fuch place is £. 10. inftead of £. 20. the Duty of £■ 30. is not affeded, and the 
Duty of £.20. only partially. . 

By the faid Schedule G, the Duty on Spirits diftilled from Malt is is. 6 cl. per 
Gallon, and by the fubfequent Ad, chap. 45, an additional Duty of 6 \d. per 
Gallon is impofed, and if diftilling from Malt was not prohibited, the whole Duty 
on fuch Spirits would be 3 s. o^d. per Gallon. 

By the faid Schedule G, the Duty on made Wines is ion per Barrel, and. by 
the faid laft- mentioned Ad, chap. 43, an additional Duty of £.4. 10s. was, im- 
pofed, in all £. 5. per Barrel. 

The Excife Duty on Foreign Wines- in hand being only cn a particular occafion,

Sir, 

A free Entry having been made at this Port of a Cargo imported from Guernfey, 
the Merchant alledging, that Goods the produce and manufadure of Great Britain 
and Guernfey, and imported from the latter Place, are free^ under the Ad of Union, 
Guernfey being a Part of Great Britain ; and it being fuggefted that the Trade with 
Guernfey may be produdive of ferious Confequences to the Revenues of this 
Country, as it furnilhes an eafy and fafe conveyance of any quantity of French 
produce or manufadure under the denomination of Britifn or Guernfey manufadure 
into Ireland, without payment of Duty 5 and that, admitting the Goods to be really 
the produce and manufadure of Guernfey, they are neverthelefs fubjed to a Duty 
on their Importation into this Country. A Cafe was thereupon ftated to the Board s 
Council, and their opinion defired particularly “ whether under the Ad of Union, 
•“ the iflands of Guernfey and Jerfey, & c. are to be confidered as forming a part of 
,cc Great Britain in refped to fuch Articles, the growth, produce, or manufadure of 
that Country, which may be imported into this Duty free.” And one of the 

Board’s 
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Board’s Counfel has anfwered, “ That by the 6 th 'Article of the Union, Ilis Majefty’s 
“ Subjects of Great Britain and Ireland are put on the fame footing as to Trade ge~ 
" C£ nerally, and by the 3d Se&ion of that Article, the manner of effecting this is 
“ arranged viz. ‘ That all Articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture of either 
* Country (not hereinafter mentioned) fhall be imported into each Country from 
c the other Duty free :’ that the Exemption therefore from Duty arifes from two 
Circumftances concurring ; firft, the Goods 'being of the growth, &c. of the 
Country ; and the other, that they are imported from the Country ; that this is the 
Letter of the Law, and he thinks the fpirit too.; for it would be very dangerous to 
fubmit the fadt of their being Britifh manufacture, though coming from a de- 
pendency of Great Britain, to the Affidavit of the Importer. That in the Navigation 
A£t of Car. II. and in the further Declaratory Navigation Aft of Geo. III. where 
Regulations are enadted, intending to comprehend Guernfey and Jerfey, thefe 
Iflands are mentioned 'exprefsly by name, though the word Great Britain is ufed ; 
that in the Regulations refpefting Mediterranean Paffes, the illands of Guernfey 
and Jerfey are mentioned together, with Minorca and Gibraltar ; and that therefore 
Re thinks that thefe Illands cannot, under the Act of Union, be confidered as being 
comprehended, fo as to give Trade from thence the privilege of that from Great 
Britain or Ireland ; of which I am direfted to acquaint you for your Government 
accordingly.. And the Board have ordered the Examinator of Cuftoms, to furcharge 
the Duty on any free Entries which may Rave been made on Importations into 
Ireland of the before-mentioned nature.

Sir, 

The Weft India fleet having arrived, there will of courfe be great quantities of 
Rum and Sugar to be bonded and ftored under the late Adts of Parliament ; and 
as an idea has gone abroad that both may yet be landed on Bill of View, and ftored 
as heretofore ; 

I am diredted to' acquaint you for your, the Port Surveyor and Landwaiters, 
Information, that all Rum and Sugar landed on Bill of View muft be immediately 
entered; and the Duty thereon paid, as foon as the contents, quantities, and qualities 
can be afcertained ; and if the Importer fhall not choofe to pay the Duty down of 
all fuch Rum and Sugar, that it will be neceffary in every fuch Cafe for the Merchant 
to fix upon a Store or Warehoufe, wherein the fame is to be depofited, to be 
approved of by the Port Surveyor and Storekeeper, before any landing Order fhall 
be granted ; of which the Port Surveyor is to retain the Merchants Key until the 
proper Bonds are entered into ; and that on the Execution of fuch Bond, the raid 
Key fir all be delivered to the Importer, and may remain with him agreeably to the 
Acts of Parliament ; and further, the Storekeeper’s Lock and Key is to be provided 
by himfelf, for the lufficiency of which he fhall be accountable, and muft be different 
from the Merchant’s Locks, fo as that admiffion into fuch Stores cannot be had by 
means of one Key only ; that the Storekeeper’s Lock muft be put on with ferews, fo 
as that it may be taken off when all the Goods have paid Duty ; and that at the end 
of every Quarter, the Storekeeper is to lay an Account of fuch Locks as he fhall 
have purchafed before the Board, who will order payment accordingly ; but the 
Storekeeper is to preferve the Locks fo to be taken off when the Duty is paid, to be 
made ufe of on any future occafions, wkilft they fhall appear to be fufficien.t for the 
purpofe.

Sir, 

Whereas by the Adt of the laft Seffion of Parliament, chap. 94, (which was feat 
to all the Port Colledtors the 14th of laft month) the Importers of Rum or Spirits 
of the Britifh Sugar plantations are empowered to land fuch Rum or Spirits in 
Ireland, before payment of the Duty, and to warehoufe the fame at their own 
expence, on Bond being given for the amount of the Duty, payable when fuch 
Spirits (hall be fold, or at the end of twelve months, if not fooner difpofed of, 
fuch Duty to be computed at the gauge of fuch Rum when firft landed ; and as 
it is apprehended there have been large quantities of Rum imported and ftored 
fince the palling of Paid Adi, without fuch Bond being entered into.; 

2. The Board have directed the Solicitor forthwith to prepare the proper forms 
of Bonds which the different Port Colledtors (into whofe Ports Spirits may by' law 
be imported) Ihall take in purfuance of .the laid Act, and to deliver them to the 
Clerk of the Stationary, who is ordered to have them printed forthwith, ftamped 
and forwarded to the refpedtive Colledtors of the Ports in which Spirits may be 
imported, with all poflible difpatch : And I am directed to acquaint you, that fuch 
Bonds mull be executed, not only for .all Rum imported hereafter on which the 
Importers ihall not defire to pay the Duty down, but alfo for fuch Rum or Spirits 
which have been landed in your Port on Bill of View, and ftored fince the paffmg 
of the faid Adt. 

3. The Board diredt that you, the Pert Surveyor (who in all the Out-ports, 

except Cork, acts as Storekeeper) and Landwaiters, do. carefully perufe the faid Adt, 
and fee that all the Regulations therein contained be ftrictly enforced ; particularly 
the fecond Sedtion, which diredts, that the Rum -or Spirits fo bonded and ware- 
houfed, fhall.not be taken out on any account whatfoever without Payment of the 
Duty, or for Exportation, agreeable to the 5th Sedtion of that Adt ; and that no 
greater number of Gallons Ihall be delivered out of fuch Warehoufe by the Store- 
keeper than is expreffed in the Warrant or Certificate of -the quantity on which 
the Duty ihall have been paid, fo that no lefs quantity fhall be -received out of fuch 
Warehoufe than one Puncheon, Hoglhead, or other Calk, containing not left than 
50 Gallons, and the Storekeeper is hereby diredted to attend to the 4th Sedtion 
ot that Adt, whereby it is enadted, that the particular quantity of Spirits contained 
in each Calk, Ihall be marked thereon according to the gauge thereof, and the 
names of the Proprietors, and that he (the Storekeeper) Ihall keep a Book for 
each Warehoufe, in which he is .to -enter an exadt account of all fuch Spirits as 
Ihall from time to time be brought into or carried out of fuch Warehoufe, the 
days and times of fuch receipt or delivery, with the names of the perfons to whom 
the fame were fo delivered. And at the end of every fix months at leaft, an account 
thereof is to be returned on oath to the chief Commilfioners of his Majefty’s Re- 
venue, with an account how much is then remaining in each Warehoufe under 
the Storekeeper’s care ; and if it Ihall be found that any fuch Rum had been deli- 
vered out of fuch 'Warehoufe without payment of the Duty, or for Exportation, 
you and the Officers will fee by the faid Adt, that fuch Storekeeper or other Of- 
ficers offending therein, are thereby difabled to hold any Office or Employment, 
and alfo 'forfeit for every fuch offence 100..: — or if any .Proprietor or Importer 

of fuch Rum, (hall by any means open any fuch Warehoufe, except in the pre- 
fence of the Storekeeper or other Officer having charge of the fame, he forfeits 
for every fuch Offence £. 500. 

4. The Board alfo diredt the attention of you, the Port Surveyor (who adts as 
Storekeeper) Landwaiters, Shipping and Debenture Officers, to the Regulations to 
which Rum is fubjedt on its Exportation, which you and they will find particu- 
larized in the 9th, 10th, nth, 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, and 1 6th Sedtions of that 
Adt ; and' that no fuch Officer Ihall prefume to dilpenle with any of the Regula- 
tions therein contained. 

5. And you are alfo to notify to the Board as diredted by the faid law, at the 
.end of twelve months from the date of the Bond to be paffed by the Importer 
on ftoring the Rum, whether the full Amount thereof has been difcharged, in order 

.that 
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that the Board may ifi'ue their Orders for the fale of all fuch Rum, which may 
then be remaining in fuch Warehoufe, on which the Duty has not been discharged 
agreeable to the 17th Seftion of that Ait. 

6. And as this Aft will make a very material alteration in the praftice of ftorino- 
Rum in this country, the Board direft, in order to put this bufinefs on a reo-uiar 
and uniform lyftem, that as the Storekeeper is bound to keep a General Store 
Book, wherein he muft fairly enter an exaft and particular Account of all fuch 
Spirits, the date of the receipt and delivery, and the perfon to whom the fame is 
delivered out ; that he do keep a perfeft general Store Book accordingly, and that 
he do befides keep a portable Pocket Book for each Warehoufe, wherein he (hall enter 
alf the particulars of the ftoring fuch Rum under the different headings fuited to 
the requifites of the law ; and the Board have ordered proper Books to be printed 
accordingly. And as the Board apprehend the Warehouies in the Outsorts, .be- 
ing the property of the Merchants in molt inftances, the 'Storekeeper muft have 
his own fafe feparate Lock and Key to every fuch Store, and thofe Stores lying per- 
haps in different parts of a city or town, the Board have direfted that the Books 
be made of fuch a fize as to be conveniently carried in the pockets of the perfon 
attending fuch Warehoufe, in order that the mark's, numbers, and contents be 
entered inftanter on receipt or delivery of the Spirits, and from thofe Books imme- 
diately entering all the particulars in the general Store Book, which will be a 
checque on the whole. 

7. The Board alfo direft, that in every cafe the Storekeeper be accountable' for 
the fecurity of the Stores, and for the half-yearly Returns to be made to the 
Board; and the Fort Surveyors who aft as Storekeepers in the Out-ports (except 
Cork) are fb call to their affiftance trufty Officers (for whom they will be account- 
able) competent to marking the calks,, and keeping the Books, .where the Surveyor 
cannot, from the nature of his duty, perfonaily attend. 

8. The Board direft you further to obferve, that before the amount of the Duty 
for which Bonds are to be paffed can be afeertained, the Rum muft be landed and 
gauged, which will of courfe take up fome'time, and it will therefore be 'neceffary 
in the firft inftance that Bills of View be taken out for- the Rum intended to be 
ftored, on the back of which is to be indorfed the number of Gallons for the Duty 
of which the Bond is fo be paffed ; and as the Aft requires that before any fuch 
•Spirits are warehoufed, each calk or veffei containing the fame, fhall be marked 
with the Proprietor’s name and the particular quantity in each; but. as it does 
not ftate whether it is the full or ullage contents of fuch calks are to be niafked 
thereon, or whether the calks are to be filled up on ftoring ; this point therefore 
remained for the Board’s regulation, and they accordingly direft, that in all cafes 
of ware hou ling Rum under this Aft, that the calks be previoufly filled up ; and 
that the full contents of each calk be marked thereon, by which means the Mer- 
chant will know the exaft quantity to enter, when lie fh'all defire to take any part 
of it out for home confumptioii, and the Storekeeper will be able to.afcertain the 
exaft quantity to be delivered out on the Certificate of the Duty being paid for 
any given quantity. 

9. The Board alfo direft, that the marks {hall be placed as near as may be 
to the bung of each calk, in the following order : Firft, the Importer’s name, and 
under it the 'contents of the calk, and under that the initials of his own name ; 
which duly attended to will prevent any confufion or miftake. 

10. The Board further, direft' you to open a Ledger for the keeping the accounts 
of Rum Bonds, in, fimilar to thofe in which the accounts of Tobacco Bonds are 
kept ; and that on every Entry of Rum fo bonded, the numbers of the calks be 
mlerted, and the date, of the Bond to the credit of which it is to be placed. 

11. The Board further direft, that the Portable Books hereinbefore alluded, to, 
lhall contain the gauge of the Rum as returned by the Surveyor, and that there 
mail be one Book for each fii ip, which Book, when the Duty has been paid by 
every Merchant therein mentioned, fhall be compared with the general Store Book 
of your Port, and then returned by the Port Surveyor, to be by him forwarded to the 
Rxaminator of Surveyors and Landwakers Books, with the next blue Book he 
■returns after the receipt of fuch Store Book.

to ihefe arrangements. 

You are to take notice that no fum of money received after the cth of 
January, is to be brought into the year’s account ending that day. but at the 
time received in the fucceeding year, nor to be included in the annual Certificate, 
and that Orders are given to the feveral Examinators in this Houfe accordingly. 

You are alfo to take notice, that the monthly Abftrads will terminate on the 5 th 
of every month, except O.dober, when they will end on the 10th of faid month, 
and that the weekly Abftrads muft be regulated by the monthly Abftrads.

That they are of opinion further, that the laws refpeding the Importation of 
Goods from Ireland, in packages of a certain weight and fize, and other reftric- 
tions of a like nature, are not done away by the Ad of Union, and that they think 
it expedient that early meafures fhould be taken for removing difficulties which 
may arife out of the ftate of the Revenue Laws of Great Britain and Ireland 
refpedively, in regard to the commercial intercourfe between the two Countries.

And the Board having in conie- 
quence thereof fubmi.tted to the Lord Lieutenant, a mode for palling the Accounts 
of the feveral Collectors in Ireland, without requiring their perfonal attendance in 
Dublin for that purpofe, of which his Excellency has been pleafed to approve. 

The Board have given Orders to the Accountant General, and all other Of- 
ficers concerned in Dublin for carrying the fame into full effect accordingly, of 
which I am direded to acquaint you, and that the Board positively infill on the 
pundual Return of your Accounts, both charge and .dif charge, and all Vouchers 
belonging thereto, .within — \one month, for the Return of the Accounts Lublin, Coi k, 
Belfafi , Drogheda , Limerick , Londonderry, Newry, and Waterford , and three weeks for 
all the other Port Colletlions ] — after the 5th April, 5th July, 10th Odober, and 5th 
January in each year ; that if the Board Avail find the Quarterly Accounts and 
Vouchers are delayed by any Collector longer than the period hereby allowed, 
they will not only punifh the Colledor in fault, by infliding fines fimilar to thofe 
now exifting for the Non-return of their Accounts and Vouchers, but will take 
other fteps to enforce the utmoft punduality in forwarding to the proper Officers 
the Accounts and Documents as required by this Order. 

And leaft there fiiould be hereafter any mifconception as to the period for for- 
warding the Quarterly Accounts of charge and difcharge, by reforming to the Ge- 
neral Regulations of 30th September 1791, which point out a period for the Re- 
turn of the Colledors Accounts ; the Board revoke that part of thofe printed 
Regulations, and dired that you do in the place of the periods thereby fixed for 
the Return of the Quarterly Accounts, infert the time now fixed by this Order, by 
which means the fines annexed will apply to the omiffion, if fuch (hall happen, 
at the expiration of the period pointed out by this Order. You are to obferve, 
that thefe Regulations for paffing the Accounts of the Colledors, commences with 
the Accounts of the current year, beginning 6th January inftant ; and that your 
attendance for the purpofe of paffing the three Quarters Accounts, ending on the 
5th inftant, will be neceffary, until an Ad of Parliament fhall pafs for the purpofe 
of difpenfing with your coming to Dublin, of which you will receive due notice.

The Board having been informed that many Officers holding Commiffions in Firs 
Majefty’s Revenue in the Port Department, and others who are employed under 
the Commiffioners of Cuftoms, are engaged in Trade and Traffic of various kinds, 
and in buying and felling by way of Merchandize, contrary to the 48th Rule of 
the Adt of Cuftoms. 

You are to acquaint all Commiffioned Officers in your Port and Diftrnft, and 
all others who may be employed in His Majefty’s Revenue, who are engaged in 
or carry on any kind of Traffic, or buying or felling, by way of Merchandize, 
that they muft forthwith relinquilh either the Commiffion or other. Employment 
they hold in the Revenue, or give up in future the carrying on any fuch Traffic, 
by buying or felling by way of Merchandize ; and you are to report fpecially to the 
Board what fhall have been done in confequence of this Order, as they are deter- 
mined not to fuffer any perfon whatever to remain in their fervice who fhall con- 
tinue in any manner to infringe upon the 48th Rule of the Adt of Cuftoms, as 
before ftated.

Orders of the 9th ult. (relative to the Branches of Revenue neceffary to be dif- 
tinguiffied by the Colledtors in future in the Cuftom Department, according to the 
new Form of Abftradt, and diredting him to prepare fuch Inftrudtions for the Col- 
ledtors, as appeared to him neceffary to accompany the new printed Forms of 
Abftradt for the Examiner of Cuftoms) obferved, That as the faid new Form of 
Abftradt contains a heading, either fpecific or general, for every Article of Import 
and Export that can poffibly occur, it will be neceffary to. imprefs ftrongly upon 
the Colledtors, that they are to confine themfelves entirely to the faid headings, and 
not introduce any new heading whatever : For inftance, when an Importation of 
Coals occurs at an Out-port, the Confolidated Duty of 10 d%. per Ton, is to be 
placed in the Column “ Duties Inwards;” the Duty of io.^. T V per Ton, under the 
head of “ Britifh Duty on Coals and the remaining Duty under the head of “ Six 
“ per Cent, on Retailers.” 

2. With refpedt to the produce of Light Money and Tonnage Duties, they are 
to be both reprefented feparately by the Colledtors in their Tonnage Returns, as 
ufual; namely, the ancient Duty of 4 d. per Ton, and the new Duty of 2 d. per 
Ton, but in thefe new Abftracts they are to be both blended together, and their 
total amount placed tinder the head of “ Light Money.” 

3. With regard to the Colledtors Quarter’s Accounts, they are all to be tran- 
fcribed upon one uniform fized large paper, and on the left fide of the page, the 
columns are to be, firft, the Date of Entry; fecond, the Number of Entry ; third, 
the Merchant’s Name, and Outward Bulks ; fourth (the infide column) for the 
Ship’s Name and legal Defcriptions ; namely, of and from what Place, the Deno- 
minations and Quantities of Goods, Terms of Cocket, See. &c. ; the fifth, to be 
allotted for the Value of unrated Articles ; and in the fixth, the feveral and refpec- 
tive net Duties paid, are to be ftated under each other, and under thefe a feparate 
total for each Entry. Thefe fix columns conftitute the left hand page, and the 
oppofite (or right hand) page is compofed of as many columns as it can conveni- 
ently hold, calculated for the reception of fuch of the feveral branches as may 

happen 
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happen to occur on each page, the headings of which will be found in the printed 
Form or Abftraft which accompanies this ; and in thefe columns are to be inferted 
as felected from the refpective Duties of each Entry, placed (as already mentioned) 
in the fixth column of the left hand page, and upon the fame line with the Total 
of each Entry (therein alfo mentioned). 

4. The firft column of the right hand page is to be allotted for the Produce of 

Duties Inw'ards, as being the branch of Duty that will moft frequently occur ; 
and at the end of each Quarter one General Abftradt is to be made out as for- 
merly by the Collectors, compofed of the Totals of each page, and compiling the 
entire number of branches that occurred within the Quarter, and the totals of 
thefe are to be inferted by the Collectors in the new printed Form, which is to 
be Hitched into their Quarter’s Account at the end thereof, and to be duly certi- 
fied by them. , . 

5. The tranfadlions will be quarterly examined and checqued by the Examiner 
of Cuftoms, and the total amount thereof inferted by him in the Certificates pre- 
pared for that purpofe, under the Colledtors fignature. 

6. If the Port be a double Port, the Colle&or is to infert three of the printed 
Abftrads in his Quarter’s Account, each to be filled up in the Manner here fpeci- 
fied ; namely, one for the fuperior port or feat of the Collection ; the fecond, for 
the creek appertaining, or place at which Entries are allowed to be received, filled 
up in like manner ; and the third, to contain the totals of both, blended toge- 
ther, and to be titled at the top accordingly. 

7. This plan is to commence from the 5th January laft, the period of the com- 
mencement of the year according to the new Regulations, and you will receive 
herewith a fpecimen of the new printed Form of Abltraft, the back of which is 
ruled and headed, in order to explain more particularly the object of thefe iriftruc- 
tions, fo far as refpects the Import part of the Colledor’s Accounts ; and the laid 
fpecimen fheet is to remain in your Office, with this Order, to which you are ftriftly 
to conform accordingly. 

8. The Clerk of the Stationary has received orders to forward to each Collec- 

tor the neceffary quantity of Abftradt Iheets, and of ruled paper for the current 
Quarter’s Account, ending the 5th April 1802, according to a lift laid before the 
Board by the Affiftant Examiner of Cuftoms of the probable number of fheets 
requifite for each Port ; and you will take notice that the paper which you are to 
receive from the Clerk of the Stationary, for the Export part of your Quarter’s 
Account, will be ruled on each page according to left page of the Import 
fpecimen. . . 

9. And, in order that a perfect uniformity in the manner of producing the Col- 
lector’s Quarter’s Accounts may be had, the Board expect from every Collector an 
exact compliance with thefe instructions.

W °Th s Board therefore direft that you do return, within ten days after the ex- 
piration of every month, an exaffi copy of all the Entries, Bills of \ lew, Poll En- 
tries and Tickets, &c. exafoly in the form and extent as you now return the 
fame with your Quarters Accounts, to the Examiner of Cuftoms, in order that 
they 'may be conftantly under examination progreffively, thereby enabling him to 
return almoft inftanter to the Collectors his Account of over and undercharges on 
Cuftoms in every Port, which will not only be a material advantage to the mercantile 
interefts of the Country, but alfo will promote the objefo which the Board have in 
view, of fettling the Colledors Accounts quarterly, and finally palfing their Yearly 
Accounts with all pofiible difpatch. 

And the Board obferve to you, that thefe monthly Returns, by a divifion of the 
labour, will rather diminilh than increafe it, as the Returns hitherto lent with the 
Quarter’s Accounts will not be requifite.

Sir, 

The Board having in March 1788, taken into confederation the manner in which 
the Collectors of the Revenue in Ireland had kept their Accounts, and finding that 
different Collectors had purfucd different methods, the Board determined that there 
fhould be one uniform fet of Books kept by every Collector, which were accordingly 
prepared and forwarded, with a printed fpecimen in the front 6f each Book, whereby 
the Collectors would obferve the manner in which every Book was to be headed, and 
the manner in which they were to be kept. 

But the Board finding that notwithstanding the Paid regulations, which fo ma- 
terially concerned the intereft of the Revenue, and their pofitive orders on that 
Subject, contained in their General Letter of the 19th March 1788, No. 14, the 
uniform fyftem thereby intended has not been eftablilhed, each Collector differing 
in the manner and method of keeping his Accounts from another. 

The Board lately directed three Books to be prepared for the ufe of the Collectors, 
differing very little from thofe formerly ordered ; the firft called a Specie Book, the 
■Second a General Receipt Book, and the third a General Payment Book, preparatory 
to the eftablifnment of one uniform fyftem of Account throughout the whole. 

In order therefore to attain this molt defirable objeCt, fo far as the fame relates to 
the three Be oks before mentioned, the following explanation of each is given by way 
of InftruCtion to the Collectors; viz. the Specie' Book is intended to contain' the 
exaCt amount of every Receipt and Payment which takes place in a Collector’s Of- 
fice, on the left-hand page of which is to be entered all the Receipts, and on the 
right-hand all the Payments ; the firft containing the date of Receipt, the branch 
of the Revenue for which the Money is paid, which is to be entered or written in 
larger letters than the remaining part of the Entry, thus, Quit Rents, Malt 
Excife, Strong Water Licence, Duties Inwards, &c. See. 
Rating the Gale, the Month or Year for which the Sum was paid, the Barony or 
Walk in which it is to be pofted, the name of the Perfon for who fe account the 
Calh had been received, the particulars of the Calh, or whether Bills or Bank Notes 
of which fuch Payment was compofed, to be entered as nearly as may be in the 
Centre of the page, and when they are caft up, to be fet down in one entire Sum in 
the columns for pounds, (hillings, and pence, prepared for. that purpofe, to be toted 
every week at leaft, which will not give the Collectors the fmalleft additional 
trouble, as every letter and figure hereby required were heretofore written in other 
books and papers, or in blotters, &c. 

On the right-hand fide of this Book is to be entered in like manner all the Pay- 
ments under every Head; thus. Salaries, Incidents, Exchequer Ac- 
quittances, &C. See. by which means the Collectors will be enabled to ba- 
lance their Calh Accounts at any moment, and the Surveyor General on his Infec- 
tion will be enabled to afeertain the Calh balance in each Collector’s hands, in a 
much Hi or ter time than he otherwife would. 

And in order not only to enable Mr. Smart, now aCting as Pro-colleCtor General, 
to explain every Item in a Collector’s Accounts to the different Examinators, as well 
as to enable him to checque the Weekly AbftraCt, the Specie Book is to be conlidere;d 
a Quarterly Book, returnable to him at the end of each Quarter, with the Quar- 
ter’s Accounts, and to be fent up with them accordingly. 

From the Specie Book the Collectors are immediately, or as foon as may be, to 
transfer the different Items therein to the Books deftined to receive them, the Quit 
Rents into the Quit Rent Cafli Book, which lbould be done inftanter, the Licences 
into the General Regifter of. all Perfons under Licence, the Excife into the Excife 
Calh and Ledgers, the Hearth Money into the Hearth Money Ledger, and the like 
rule as to each Branch of Revenue inlo its own proper Book. 

And further, with refpeCt to the Specie Book, a perfeCt agreement will be ex- 
pected between thole Books and the Collector’s Weekly AbftraCts, either by a di- 
minution of arrears or cy an immediate charge, as in the cafe of Licences, which 
mull appear in that Week’s AbftraCt in which they were received ; and as to the 

Hearth 
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Hearth Money, Window Duty, ;&c. the Collectors are not to receive^ it from the 
Officers who colleCt it, without at the fame time receiving a -regular Cafn Abftraft 
for the Amount, tigned by the Supervifor. 

And, finally, that the Specie Books, before they ihall be returned, are to be dated 
.and tigned by the Collectors, and by.no other perfon, and are to be ind.orfed with 
■the name of the Diftrict and Quarter to which it belongs. 

The next of thofe Books is the General Receipt Book, which is calculated to 
(Lew every Week’s Receipt, and under every Head of Revenue ; and in Ports where 
it is materially neceflary to drew the daily Receipt, it will of courfe anfwer equally 
well:; it is made of the largeft paper, and contains columns fufficient for every Head 
of Receipt, and it -is intended to contain particularly what the Specie Book contains 
generally on the left-hand page, the Items of which being transferred from thence 
and placed in the columns under diftinft Heads, will give the full Amount received 
in the Week, under -every Head of Revenue prepared for immediate tnfertion in the 
Weekly Abftraft, or if the termination of the Month happens in the middle or any 
Other Day of the Week except Saturday, it will anfwer equally well ; and when the 
-.termination of a Month does not happen on a Saturday, the Collectors are to return 
two Ab drafts for that Week, in order to keep each Month and Quarter diftinft, fo 
that if the 5th of any Month or 10th of October happens for inftance on a Wednef- 
.day, the Colleftor muft return an Abftraft from the Saturday preceding to Wednef- 
day, and muft alfo clofe the Month in the General Receipt Book by bringing for- 
ward the Amount of the Weeks, and fo alfo at the end of the Quarter, by bringing

neceflary to enter into any further detail refpefting it, than merely that the Board 
will expect an exact Agreement between it and the Weekly Abftract; and the 
Commencement of thofe Books is to be, from the 10th day of October next. 

And whereas the three Books before mentioned have been fent (by the Clerk of 
the Stationary) to the different Ports and Diftricts, I am directed to acquaint you,

They therefore inform you, that when Spirits are exported at a reduced ftrength 
below that which thev were at Importation, the quantity mu ft be increafed in pro- 
portion to the decreafe of ftrength ; for -if the quantity of water added does not 
■exceed the amount of the .Augmentation paid Duty for at Importation, then the 
Spirits and Water mixed fo as to reduce them to Single or Proof Spirits, are both 
entitled to Drawback the fingle Duty, provided, as before-mentioned, the quantity of 
water added does not exceed the number of Gallons paid Duty for under the deno- 
mination of Augmentation ; but if it be found neceffary to add a greater quantity

The Board’s Solicitor having reported to them upon the fubject of Poft Entries, 
that he has great doubts whether Goods can be detained on account of non-pay- 
of Poft Entries, that the law provides a remedy to enforce the payment of Poft 
Entries, in all cafes where Poft Entries ought to be made, which is as follows: 
“ Whereas .perfons importing the following Goods and Merchandizes; that is to 
“ fay. Spirits, Wines, .Hops, Sugar, Coffee, Beer, and Ale, have been fometimes 
“ permitted to enter fuch Goods and Merchandizes as containing a lefs quantity 
“ than they really contained, on account of their not being able exactly to 
“ afeertain the quantities thereof, and afterwards to make a Poft Entry of the 
“ quantity deficient in fuch prime Entry ; Be it enacted, That in all cafes 
“ where Poft Entries ought to be made on Spirits, Wine, Hops, Sugar, Coffee, 
“ or Beer, or Ale imported into this kingdom, the Merchant or other Perfon iin- 
“ porting the fame, (hall make fuch Poft Entry within twenty-one days after the 
“ Goods fhall be gauged or weighed refpectively by the proper Officer, or in dc- 
“ fault fuch Merchant or other Perfon fhall forfeit the Sum of fifty Pounds.” See 
Rev. Act of 1800, page 77, feet. 92. But that the penalty cannot be recovered, 
unlefs the information is filed within fix months after the time limited for making the 
Poft Entry ; -.that the Solicitor does not know whether the Board charge the Col- 

leffor 
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-lector or Surveyor with -the amount of the Poft Entries, and that if the Board do 
'■-either, arid lie pays them, the Solicitor thinks the Officer may bring actions again ft 
■ the Merchant for the amount of them, provided the Statute of LimitaiionTias not 
run out.

The Board have received an application from the Merchants of one of the Out- 
ports,- Rating the inconvenience experienced by them by the mode adopted in dis- 
charging Refined Sugar from Great Britain, in obliging the Importer to unpack and 
weigh every Loaf, though the full quantity expreffed in the Cocket has been entered ; 
that they are informed fuch Sugars are difcharged in fome of the Ports of Ireland 
without unpacking ; and requefting an Order to the Difcharging Officers of their Port 
to grant fimilar accommodations ; and alfo that Eaft India Sugar may be difcharged 
in the fame . manner as Tea, by comparing the weight of a few bags by the indorfe- 
ment on the Cocket ; and that Foreign Iron imported from Great Britain, on which 
the entire Duty is drawn back, may be difcharged by the number of bars, the 
weight being expreffed in the Cocket being entered : — 

I am directed to acquaint you, for the information .of the Difcharging Officers of 
your Port, that Refined Sugar from Great Britain is not to be difcharged without 
unpacking and weighing, becaufe if hogfheads of Refined Sugar is not to be un- 
packed, the Difcharging Officers have no opportunity of feeing whether there are 
not Sugars of different kinds in it, and if fo, fubject to different Duties, or that 
there may be other Goods in the packages which could not be difcovered if they were 
not to be examined and weighed, agreeably to the Board’s Orders heretofore iffued; 
and that for the fame reafon Eaft India Sugar is not to be difcharged in the manner 
requefted ; and further, that Foreign Iron, imported through Great Britain, is not 
only to be weighed, but the bars counted ; but that Britilh Iron, in pigs or bars, 
-may be difcharged without weighing, but by count, the Landwaiter taking care to 
enter the Cocket-weight in his Books, and alfo that no Foreign Iron fubjed to Duty 
Thall be impofed on him as Britilh.

May it pleafe your Excellency, 

We have received, by Your Excellency’s command, a letter, dated the 30th ult. 
from the Right honourable Mr. Secretary Abbot, defiring us forthwith to take 
into our . consideration the fubjett of illicit Diftillation ; and to report to Your 
Excellency, as foon as we conveniently can, our opinion upon the methods which 
it may be moft convenient to adopt for effeftually preventing the fame. 

In obedience thereto, we humbly beg leave to Rate to Your Excellency, that we 
have, for a length of time, eftabliflred Regulations, and granted Bounties for the 
feizing of unlicenfed Stills, and have made many eftablifhments of parties, and on the 
recommendations of refpectable Gentlemen in the country, granted preventive com- 
miffions to a number of perfons, for the purpofe of fuppreffing and feizing private 
Stills. The Laws have impofed very heavy fines on the -private Diftiller, and another 
on the Town Land where the private Still fhall be found; and we have given 
repeated Orders to our Officers, in the different parts in the kingdom, in confequence 
of which, a great number of Stills have been feized, many Diftillenes have been 
deftroyed, and large quantities of Pot Ale fpilled ; every thing that has recurred to 
us has been done to put a ftop to the evil ; and a few years back, from the few 
Stills feized, the Reports from the Collectors, and the large Revenue then paid by 
the public Diftillers, we had reafon to hope, that, in a very confklerable degree, we 
had checked this illicit bulinefs; but fince public or licenfed Diftilleries have been

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flopped, the private Diftillers have increafed to a very great extent ; and, as the 
prefent abundant feafon, when in many places there is no demand for Barley, in 
others Barley. fells at fo low a price as ys. per barrel, we beg leave to Rate to Your 
Excellency our firm opinion, that if the prohibition on public Diftillation fhall be 
longer continued, no power or vigilance, that we can devife or exercife, will be able 
to -contend with the great temptations thereby held out to the private Diftiller ; 
the immenfe profit of his trade will indemnify him againft fome detections, or 
enable him, by irrefiftible bribery amongft the lower order of the Revenue Officers, 
to evade them. During the late times of Icarcity, our moil powerful affiftants to 
prevent private Diftilling, were the Gentlemen of the country, induced thereto by 
their compaffion for the diftrefles of the people, and not being afraid to injuretheir 
tenants by withdrawing from them this great market for their grain, becaufe at 
that time every article of grain was in high demand for the food of the people ; but 
we beg leave to reprefent to Your Excellency, that we are juftified by experience in 
not flattering ourfelves with finding that general facrifice of private interefl to 
public duty, that fliould induce the landlord now, when he fees his tenant unable 
to pay his rent, not to affift him in procuring that market which private Diftilleries 
would afford him. 

We further beg leave to Rate to Your Excellency, that it appears by our books, 
that, in the year 1797, there were diftilled by licenfed Diftillers, for which Duty 
was paid, 4,783,954 gallons of Spirits, which confirmed 797,325 barrels of Malt. 
In this more plentiful year, we apprehend no fyftem of force or management could 
prevent that quantity of Corn forcing itfelf into private Diftillation ; it cannot be 
exported, unlels (which is improbable) a Foreign demand fliould produce an 
adequate price* and from the remote and interior part of the country the expence 
of carriage would render the export impoffible to any advantage. 

We take the liberty to aflure Your Excellency, that we have given our beft 
inftruftions, cautioned and encouraged all our Officers to be vigilant, and granted 
bounties ; and wherever we have had information of the prevalence of this evil, we 
have fent down confidential Officers to fupprefs it.. We therefore have not any 
new method to propofe for effeftually preventing illicit Diftillation, except fuch as 
may refiult from the foregoing obfervations ; in further confirmation of which, we beg- 
leave to fubjoin an ext raft of a letter we this day received from confiderable 
dealers in Grain and Spirituous Liquors.: 

“ That thofe illicit praftices being countenanced by feveral of the moft con- 
“ fiderable landholders, under a miftaken idea of enabling their tenantry to pay 
“ high rents, nothing but. an aftive perfeverance, in thofe coercive meafures which 
Ai have been lately adopted, will be likely to eradicate the evil alluded to,”

Honourable Sirs, 

I have carefully confidered the annexed letter of the Right honourable Mr. Abbot, 
expreffing the Lord Lieutenant’s defire that you fliould take into confideration the 
expediency of a periodical change of the Surveys and Walks, mentioned in the 
.cnclofed Return, and in what manner the fame may be moft ufefully direfted. 

As to the firft queftion, namely, “ the expediency of a periodical change,”— that 
I do not conceive would be attended with l'uch beneficial effects as might at -firft 
view be fuppofed ; on the contrary, it might prove the caufe of ferious evils. It 
is evident, it muft operate feverely with the Officers who have large families, par- 
ticularly when you confider their Email falaries, how frequently they may be removed, 
the expence .they muft unavoidably incur, and their inability to bear it.; all which 

.muft- 
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mull naturally produce difcontent, and becotrie a check to their exertions ; fo that 
I think it may fairly be concluded, that making their employments fo fluctuating, 
would create an inducement to fraud, as their means being inadequate to the ex- 
pence, would probably increafe the temptation. Again, a ftrong matter for emula- 
tion is withdrawn, becaufe by the change the deferving Officer will equally fuffer, and 
be as much inconvenienced as the guilty. And what objedt can be anfwered by 
the removal ? If the Officer be adtive and faithful, why remove him from his iitua- 
tion ? If fraudulent or inadtive, you have at all times the power of difplacing him. 
— I know it may be faid, that by allowing Officers to remain ftationary, a greater 
opportunity is afforded to form improper connexions, and that by frequent removals 
this opportunity is withdrawn ; but I apprehend that this argument will have little 
force, when it is confidered what a lhort fpace an Officer will require to accomplifh 
this end, who is inclined to and in the habit of collufion. — And here it may be 
worthy of your confideration to obferve the nature of the regulations at prefent 
exifting ; for inftance, if an Officer is found to be inadtive or irregular, &c. in his 
condudt, you proceed either to his removal, reduction, or difmiffal ; and therefore 
this regulation, in my opinion, fupplies the neceffity of, and anfwersall thepurpofes 
of periodical removals. 

In confidering the fecond queffion, “ in what manner the change may be molt 
ufefully directed if Your Honours fhould be inclined to make an experiment of 
the meafure, you will pleafe to recollect the reafons which originally induced you 
to adopt the prefent plan, of confining the attention of Officers, in cities and large 
towns, to diftinct branches of Bufinefs, as it appeared obvious, that by this means, 
they mull acquire a better knowledge of that over which they were placed, and 
being limited to that with which they w'ere belt acquainted, execute the duty with 
greater facility, and advantage to the Revenue. In proof of which, I beg leave to 
refer you to your own Orders of the 30th April 1794, and- 17th September 
following, for regulating the Excifeof the City of Dublin, in which the Bufinefs 
was feparated accordingly, and each branch placed under the direction of diftinct 
Officers, as above defcribed, and as appears in the annexed Return. I am of opinion, 
that the iffue of any arrangementwhich would interfere with the above-mentioned plan, 
could not prove. ufeful.; and I conceive, that if the propofed meafure be adopted, care 
fhould be taken that the change be confined to local fituation, and not to Bufinefs, fo 
that an Officer fhould not be removed from a branch which he perfectly underftands, 
to one that he has little or no knowledge of; as, for example, in the City of Dublin, 
rthere are 12 Surveyors and 47 Gaugers, of thele there are on the Diftillery Duty 6 
Surveyors and 19 Gaugers, moft of whom are well acquainted with that Bufinefs, many 
of them totally unacquainted .with fome of the other branches, particularly the new 
Duties. Now, if one of thofe Officers were removed from a Diftillery to a Walk, in 
which the Bufinefs was quite different, and an Officer of the latter Walk removed to 
fhe former, does it not appear evident, that the Revenue would fuffer as much from 
the ignorance of thofe men, as it poffibly could by fraud or collufion ? Thus I 
have humbly gone through this fubject ; and, if the experiment is to be made, 
it only remains that the Infpectors and Collectors of the feveral diftricts mentioned 
in the annexed Return, fhould be ordered to propofe the changes accordingly, and 
lay fqhemes of the fame before you for confirmation.

We had the honour of Your Excellency’s commands dignified to us by Mr. 
Secretary Abbot’s letter of .the 16th inftant, enclofing a Return of Surveys and 
Walks, and defiring us to take the fame into our confideration ; and to report to 
Your Excellency our opinion, upon the expediency of, directing a periodical change 
of the Surveys and Walks therein mentioned, and in .what manner the fame may 
be moft ufefully directed. 

In-obedience. thereto, we humbly beg leave to ftate to Your Excellency, that 
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we took the fame immediately into our confideration, and the better to enable 
us to form a judgment on the matter you have been pleafed to refer to us, we have 
called upon the Examiner of Surveyors and Gaugers Books (one of our moft 
able and efficient Officers in the Excife Department) for his fentiments on the 
fubject, with which he has furnilhed us accordingly, and which fo fully correfpond 
with our own opinion, that w'e take the liberty of Submitting his Report to Your 
Excellency’s confideration. 

A periodical change of the Rations of the Excife Officers, in our humble opinion, 
would not produce the benefit it might at firft view feem to promife,and might be 
productive of the ferious evils Rated in the Examiner’s Report ; we beg leave to 
affure Your Excellency, that it has been a conftant practice to remove Officers, who 
give us the leaft reafon to fufpect them of ill condud, or improper connexions ; and 
we humbly prefume to think that that, together with our ordering occafional and 
unexpected infpedions by Officers of truft and abilities (which we frequently do) 
is more likely to controul the evil condud of .Officers, than periodical changes of 
Ration, which, by embarraffing their circumRances, and affeding the good as well as 
the bad, muR furnifh new temptations and corruption.

By Your Honours Order of the 21ft inflant, I am directed to report the caufe of 
fuffering fo great an Arrear of Crown Rent to be due out of the ReCtory of Irevilt, 
■and to Rate what fteps taken for the recovery thereof. 

I beg leave humbly to report, that, on my receiving charge of the Collection, in 
‘December 1791, five years Arrear of Crown Rent, was due by the late Lord 
■Strangford, "the then Incumbent. That on the 5th December 'I792, his Lordfhip 
paid two and a half years Rent ; and on the 7th April 1794,- he made a further 
payment of two years, which cleared the Crown Rent to Eafter 179X5 finee which, 
no payment has been made ; on the 2d July 179 5, in conlequence of Lord Strang- 
ford’s application to Your Honours, I was directed to poftpone, until after the 
November following, any Proceedings for the recovery of the Arrear then due. 
Having made feveral fruitlefs applications to his Lordfnip for payment of the 
Laid Arrear, I made the proper affidavit for the Solicitor, in order that .Proceedings 
; might be had. 

On the 2d of April 1798, Your Honours fent me a bond, executed by Lord 
Strangford, and.his Curate, Mr, Madder, with .orders to demand payment ; not being 
able to obtain payment, on the 23d April 1800, I returned the bond to Your 
Honours, and Rated the Arrear then due. In fome months after my returning 
the bond, the Solicitor fent an execution to me againft theproperty of the Reverend 
Mr. Madder, delcribed in the bond as reliding in the County Meath. The execu- 
tion I delivered, as directed by the Solicitor, to the Sheriff, whofe return was, that 
Mr. Madder did not reficle in the place deferibed by the bond, and that he could 
find no property of his in the county. 

I know of no further Proceedings for recovery of the foregoing Arrear -; the 
-bond, I apprehend, remains with the Solicitor.

The Right honourable Mr.. Secretary Abbot, having, by his letter dated the 
2.1ft ult. fignified to us, that, in confequence of Your Excellency being informed* 
that there are above ten years Crown Rent due for the Rectory ot Trevitt, in the 
diocefe of Meath ; Your Excellency delires that we lhould report to you the caufe 
of .l'o great an Arrear being fuffered to accrue, and what prevented the proper 
meafures being taken for enforcing the payment of the fame.

Bradfhaw, Solicitor for the King’s Rents, and Mr. Swift, Collector of the diftrict 
of Trim, explaining the caufe of the Arrear of the Crown Rent due for the Rec- 
tory ofTrevitt, and the prefent ftate of the Proceedings which have been taken 
for the payment of the fame, for Your Excellency’s information. 

We further beg leave to inform Your Excellency, that the ordinary mode of 
recovering Arrears of Crown Rent due on Church Livings, is by fequeft ration of 
the tithes, a procefs fo tedious, that the Commiffioners are fometimes induced, 
as the moft expeditious method for recovering the fame, to accept fecurity for pay- 
ment at ftated times, the charge ftill remaining a lien on the Living ; and where 
failure of payment of thofe Arrears has been reported to us, fequeftration has been 
always reforted to. 

In refpect to the Account required by Your Excellency, we beg leave to inform 
Your Excellency, that the Collectors, on palling their annual Accounts, being 
charged by the Clerk of the Quit Rents with the whole of their Quit and Crown 
Rents (except allowed infolvencies) whether at the time received or not, there are 
no documents in his Office to make out the particulars of laid Arrears, but we 
have called upon the feveral Collectors where fuch Livings are lituated, for the 
Account required by Your Excellency, which fliall be tranfmitted without lofs of 
time.

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

The Duties on Hearths, Carriages, Servants, and Windows, have been hitherto 
-eolleCted to anfwer the periods for which they were impofed, and alfo to anfwer the 
period to which our Public Accounts were p.afled for the year,'. that .is, between the 
-25th March in one year and the 25th March in the fucceeding year. 

Owing to the preffure of bufinefs in Parliament, occafioned by the Act of Union, 
and the temper produced by it in the Seffion of 1800, the Act to regulate the 
Collection of the feveral Duties was not introduced till late in the Seffions, it met 
with lharp oppofition, and finally did not receive the Royal Alfent till Auguft, 
after which feveral neceffary papers, &c. were to be prepared, fo that the Collection 
could not be proceeded on till late in September, which, with the difficulty in col- 
lecting Taxes to be paid in one round fum in money, in times when fuch numbers 
who were fubject to the Taxes felt the extreme of diftrefs and difficulty to make out 
• the means of procuring victuals, took up a greater -portion of time, and pro- 
tracted the clofing of the Accounts of the Collections for the year ended 25th 
March 1801, by feveral Hearth Collectors, beyond the period at which they have 
been clofed at before. However, change of times, and not meeting with 
any delay for want of a regulating Act, has enabled us to ' make up part, of 
the loft time; and we have no doubt but that, by the 25th March next, 
the Bufinefs of our Department will be more forward than it has been at the 
fame period in any year within our memory. The feveral Officers, fix ex- 
cepted, who appear to us to be not fo well iuited to their fituations, have been 
ordered on duty for the year ending 25th March 1802 ; fome have clofed the Ac- 
counts of their Collections, and, on the whole, much of the Duties have been col- 
lected, and paid into the feveral Excife Offices ; every exertion is making, and (ball 
be made, within the compafs of our power, to incite the feveral Officers in the Col- 
lections to have as large a portion of the Duties paid in by the 25th December, as it 
is poffible to get collected ; but with humble refpeCt we fubmit our inadequacy to 
point out any mode by which the whole could be collected and paid in by the 25th 
of December, under the exifting circumftances. We beg leave, with great refpeCt 
and deference, to fubmit, that a part of the Duties impofed for the year between 25th 
March 1801 and 25th March 1802, being outftanding on the 25th December, or 
on any given day that may be fixed bn for clofing the year’s Public Accounts up to, 
will in nowife dole or impede the paffing the Accounts up to fuch day, neither will 
there be a Shilling lofs to the Revenue thereby, as whatever may not be included in 
the Accounts for that year, will be brought into the Accounts of the fucceeding 
year. We are humbly of opinion, and we have confulted and had the opinion of 
Mr. Solicitor Carr, who we refpeCt as much more competent, that the Laws, as they 
now ftand, if put into execution, are fully adequate to the due Collection of the 
feveral Duties ; there are many extremely irregular and tardy in payment of the 
feveral Duties, and very many of thofe in ranks of life to induce a Hearth Collector 
to be cautious in diftraining, or even putting it on the Law to enforce payment. We 
. are of opinion, however, that a determination ftriCtly to adhere to not to reduce any 
penalty upon a conviction or information for Non-payment of Duties; a falfe or 
ihort Return, Non-regiftry of a Carriage, or negleCt in a Coach-maker to make return 
of the fale and delivery of a Carriage, unlefs where fraud or connivance could be 
brought home againft the profecuting Officer ; and that this determination, and an 
abftraCt of the feveral penal Statutes, were publilhed in feveral papers, through the 
kingdom, it would do more towards the expeditious and full Collection of the 
Duties than any other ftep we could devife. We are of opinion, that from the 25th 
March next, the prefent eftablifhment might be fo regulated, that the feveral 
Duties of the year could be collected and paid in by the 25th December in each 
year, but to have them fo clofed by the 29th of September ; the commencement of 
the year Ihould be put back, or an addition made in the eftablifhment at a confe- 
quent additional expence ; and it is fuppofed that where, by taking off from the. 
walk of an Officer, equal to the full Collection, of his walk, within the time hereto- 
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fore allowed him, his emoluments Should be decreafed, that naturally he would look 



to compensation.

The Commiffioners of His Majefty’s Revenue have received your letter of the 
azd ult. Signifying the defire of the Lords Commiffioners of the Trcafury, that, as it 
appears to them the Taxes on Hearths, Carriages, Servants, and Windows, have not 
been collected at fo early a period as it is expedient they ffiould be, and that orders 
Should be given to the Officers to proceed forthwith in the Collection of the laid 
Duties, payable between March 1801 and March 1802, as remain unpaid, m order 
that the fame may be paid into the Treafury before the 25th Decemoer next ; and 
that, in future, the Officers ffiould be directed to proceed on Such Collection, that 
the produce may be paid into the Treafury before the 29th of September in each 
year • and alfo, that if, for the purpofe of effecting fuch Collection in the manner 
propofed, any regulation in the law be found deficient, or any new regulation necef- 
fary, the fame to be Hated to their Lordffiips forthwith. 

I am directed by the Board to acquaint you, that they had Some time ago taken 
into consideration the Hate of the Hearth Money Department, and have now, in 
order to carry the intention of their Lordffiips into as effectual execution as poffible, 
made every enquiry on the fubjeCt,in order to obtain the beft and fulleft informa- 
tion, which they have maturely considered ; and I am commanded to acquaint you, 
for the information of their Lordffiips, that it appears, in the fuff place, that the 
Duties on Hearths, Carriages, Servants, and Windows, have been hitherto collected 
to anfwer the periods for which they were impofed, and alfo to anfwer the periods to 
which the Public Accounts were p-affed for the year, viz. between the 25th March 
in one year and 25th March in the fucceeding year. ' 

With refpeCt to the ACt of the Seffion of 1800, to regulate the Collection of the 
.above Duties, it appears, that owing to the preffure of bufinefs in Parliament, occa- 
fioned by the ACt of Union and other weighty matters, the fame was not introduced 
until very late in the Seffion, and did not receive the Royal Affent until Auguft. 
If to this be added the difficulty of colleding the faid Taxes, arifmg from the dif- 
pofition prevalent among the people at large, and even among fome of higher rank, 
to evade or refufe payment thereof ; and alfo the real preffure felt by the lower orders 
from the diftrefs of the times, the Board are of opinion that the delay in collecting 
the faid Taxes beyond the period proper or expedient, is not imputable to want of 
attention or zeal in the Officers, but to caufes in themfelves unavoioable. They have, 
at the fame time, the fatisfa&ion to be enabled to Hate, that from the favourable 
change in public affairs, they have no reafbn to doubt, but that, by the 25th March 
next, the Bufinefs of this Department will be more forward than it has ufually been; 
and their Lordffiips may be affured, that every exertion in the power of the Com- 
miffioners ffiall be made, to oblige the feveral Officers in the Collections to have as 
large a portion of the Duties paid in by the 25th December as it is poffible to get 
collected ; but they are of opinion, that it would not be poffible to have the whole 
collected and paid in by the 25th December next, under the exifling circumftances, 
a point however of the lead material confeauence, fince, although part of the Duties 
impofed for the year, between 25th March i8ci and 2.5th March 1802, ffiould be 
outftandingon 25th December, or on any given day, no impediment will then arife 
to the paffingthe Public Accounts, as whatever may not, from unavoidable circum- 
ftances, be included in the Accounts for that year, will affuredly be brought into thofe 
for the fucceeding year, without any lofs whatever to the Revenue. But the Board, on 
the confideration of this fubject, have given Orders to have the Hearth Money efta- 
bliffiment fo regulated in future, that the feveral Duties may be collected and paid 
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in by the 25th December in each year. With refpect to payment of the produce 
of thefe Taxes into the Treafury before the 29th September in each year, it appears 
to be nearly impracticable, in as much as to effect the fame, the commencement of 
the year muftbe put back, or an addition made on the eftablifhmeiit at a very con- 
fiderable expence. 

It remains only to requeft you will be pleafed to inform their Lordfhips, that the 
Board do not perceive a neceffity for any new Law, or alteration in theprefent Laws, 
for the Collection of the Duties in queftion, the Laws, as they now Hand, being fully 
adequate, if they be put into execution, to the due Collection thereof.

The Board direCt that your quarterly Accounts be returned within four weeks 
after the termination of each quarter ; and they have given Orders to the feveral Check 
Officers, to enter on the examination of the quarterly Accounts of the Collectors fo 
foon as received ; and you are to take efpecial care, that your quarterly Accounts be 
accompanied with all the proper Documents and Vouchers, fo as to prevent the 
poffibility of any delay or difficulty ariling in their examinations. 

I am alfo directed to inform you, that the Board will not in future admit any 
Collector to poftpone the paffing of his annual Accounts beyond the day that (hall 
be .appointed for. that purpofe.

The Commiffioners of Excife have received your letter of the 5th inftant, inclofing 
Copies of Reports, by command of my Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, made 
to the Right honourable the Chancellor of the Exchequer, refpecting the Collection 
of the Duties on Paper Hangings and Auctions ; and their Lordffiips^ having directed 
that immediate enquiry be made into the Collection of the faid Duties, and 
the conduct of the Officers employed thereon, and to report the refult to you, 
for their Lordfliips information, with the Proceedings of the Commiffioners 
thereon; ' . . 

I am commanded to acquaint you, for the information of their Lordlhips, that 
fome time ago, conceiving that this Bufinefs required attention and confederation, 
the Commiffioners dire&ed Mr. Croker, Surveyor General, to make a minute and 
particular enquiry into the fame; in confequence thereof, Mr. Croker did proceed, 
and made fome advancement therein ; but the illnefs of one of the perfons whom it 
w r as neceffary to examine, caufed the enquiry to be fufpended. That lately, think- 
ing it indifpenfably neceffary, from information laid before the Commiffioners, to 
make an infpection into this Bufinefs, they directed Mr. Fanning to proceed 

thereon ; 
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theroen ; and he having on the 4th inftant laid before the Commiffioners his 
Report, they immediately, on confideration thereof, fufpended James Walfh the 
Surveyor ; and ordered Richard Starr into charge of the Survey, and Thomas Gill 
and Aeneas Coffey, two Gaugers to affift him ; and have iflued Orders to Mr. Starr 
to report the State of the fa-id Survey as foon as he fir all have fufiicient time 
fo to do. 

When the Commiffioners ftiall receive his Report, they will proceed to further 
inveftigation and confideration of the whole of the fubject, and extend fucli 
Orders thereon as they conceive will be mold conducive to the intereft of thefe 
branches of the Revenue, and tranfmit to you the refult for their Lordlhips 
information. 

At the fame time I am commanded to acquaint you, that the Commiffioners 
have had it under confideration, as to the expediency of dividing the Auction from 
that of the Paper Hanging Bufinefs, and to put the former under the fuperintend- 
ence of a Surveyor ; and they only wait for further information on this fubject to 
enter upon the bufinefs, and to adopt fuch arrangements and regulations as will tend 
to the better Collection of thofe Duties in future.

In obedience to the Honourable Board’s Orders on the 8th inftant, I took charge 
of the Paper Survey, and vifited the manufactory of James Dunn, in South Great 
Genges-ftreet ; where, on examination of his flock, I found Twenty-three Dozen of 
Paper coloured, the greater part of which had not been ftamped with the firft 
Account Stamp, and the whole only frame-marked at one end ; which I feized. 

On the 9th inftant, I vifited the manufactory of John Stephenfon, in Little 
Ship-ftreet; and, on examination of his flock, I found Two Dozen of Paper, 
coloured in a fimilar ftate ; which I feized. 

The nth inftant, on vifiting the manufactory of Daniel Hoey, of Britain-ftreet ; 
and on examination of his flock, I found Three Dozen of Paper, coloured, without 
-being frame-marked ; which I likewife feized. 

On the 13th and 14th inft. I vifited the manufactory of Samuel Smyth and Co. 
one in Naffau-ftreet, the other in Jervis-lane; on the examination of the flocks at 
thofe places, I found Five Dozen of coloured Paper, haying no Frame Mark ; which 
I likewife feized. 

On the 13th inft. I vifited the manufactory of Thomas Tully, in Henry-ftreet ; 
on examination of w-hofe flock, I found Five Dozen of coloured Paper, without 
being frame-marked ; which I feized.

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On the 19 th inft. I examined the Rock of James Browne, of High-ftreet, where 
il found Five Dozen of coloured Paper, without being Frame-marked; which I 
alfo feized. 

And on the fame day, I examined the manufactory of John Rounds, in Bride- 
ftreet, where .1 found Fourteen Dozen of coloured Paper, concealed, having no 
Stamp whatever; which I feized. 

The 2.3d, on examining the flock of Robert Dyas, in Henry-ftreet, I found 
Four Sheets of Paper, coloured, having no Stamp .whatfoever ; which I feized. 

I beg leave toobferve, that the before-mentioned perfons have incurred a penalty 
of £. 10. for every piece of Paper found in the Situation above defcribed, and 
Rounds has incurred a penalty of £. 100. for the concealment. 

On counting over the flocks of feveral manufacturers,, and comparing them with 
thofe kept by the Officers, .1 found a decreafe of 21,747 Square Yards, which I 
brought to charge ; and I will, with all poffible difpatoh, count the remaining flocks, 
and bring to charge fuch Paper as may be miffing.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have -the honour to inform the Board, that, in obedience to their Order, we 
have diligently enquired into the mode of collecting the Duties on Auctions and 
Paper Hangings. We have feverally infpeCted, and the Officers under us have 
made many detections, notwithftanding which, we cannot but obferve that the 
mode at prefent is fuch as muft always admit of great frauds. 

While in pofTeffion of the manufacturer, the Paper is always protected by hav- 
ing the Firfl Account and Frame Mark put on, which Marks yield no Duty what- 
ever ; it will therefore appear, with what facility he can difpofe of his flock without 
Payment of Excife. 1 'n faCt there .is now no check on him. He may employ as 
many Tables as he pleafes. Fie is entitled, without fee or reward, to have all the 
Paper in his pofTeffion “Frame and Firfl Account ” marked, and he is not even 
obliged to provide the Marking Ink , which Marks prevent the Paper from being 
feized, and, as before mentioned, yield no Revenue. The only poffible way at 
prefent pointed out is, to take an Account of his Stock, and if he has any exceeding 
or decreafe, he is fubjeCt .to be only charged the Duty, and not even that, unlefs 
the Paper be Jiained ; but hitherto it has been found a very ineffectual mode of 
correcting the abufes, and has only proved one thing to a demonflration, which is, 
that there are either counterfeit Stamps in ufe, or Stamps which have been Foji, which 
will fully appear by Mr. Starr’s letter which accompanies this Report. 

In order to remedy thefe defeCts, and to make this duty a productive one, we 
humbly fubmit the following Regulation. 

1 ft. That every manufacturer of Paper Hangings fhould pay Six Pounds fter/ing 
a year for every Table he will make ufe of. 

2ch 
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2d. That all Paper, in what Rate foever, which is found in the pofieffion of any 
imanufa&urer, fhould, in thefirft inftance, be charged with Duty. 

3d. That all the prefent Stamps fhould be immediately cancelled, and in place 
• of them, ■'one- new Stamp only ufed, namely, the Duty charged-, and that this Stamp 
Ihould be put on, not as heretofore, but ton every Sheet, and of courfe the Excile 
•immediately returned and that eveiy manufacturer Ihould afift the Officer in 
marking , 2.nd. provide- _ 

4th. That all the prefent-Duties, fubject to thefe Regulations and the additional 
Duty on the Tables, fhould be, as foon as poffible, enforced. 

5th. That previous to any manufacturer’s receiving Paper, he fhould give 24 
hours notice to the Surveyor and Gauger.; and that .any found without fuch notice, 
.fhould be fubject to forfeiture. . 

As to the Auctions, they are To many and To various, much caution is necefiary 
to be reforted to, fo great a field has the Auctioneer for defrauding the crow*, 
that we humbly conceive nothing we can fuggeft will be confidered too 
icoercive. . . r 

We recommend that, previous to any Auctioneers taking out a Licenie, he ihould 
make oath, that he will not attend at any Auction where the Duty will not be paid; 
and we think that in great cities, where there are Weft India produce particularly 
imported, he fhould pay £. 50. a year licenfe, and in other towns £. 20. 

We fubmit alfo, that where an Auctioneer is found.fellmg without being hcenled, 
the property fhould be fubject to forfeiture and that every Gauger Ihould be 
vigilant in difeovering Auctions, in order to compare them with the Notices in the 
Collector’s office, and make regular entry thereof in his book. 

That every Auctioneer fhould be compelled to return an Account vouched m 
oath before the Infpettors General in Dublin, and the Surveyors in the country, 
to the Collector, fpecifying the number and kind of all goods fold ; and that this 
Account fhould alfo be certified under the hand-writing of the owner of the 



We beg alfo to recommend, that as under the prefent Adi Auctioneers are at 
liberty, under certain circumftances, to fell without any licence at all, this, we 
humbly conceive, fhould be expunged from the Adis altogether; and that the e 
Regulations, together with the Act now in force, ihould be immediately

In obedience to your Order of the id infant, refpectmg the Paper-framers ana 
Auction Duties, from different enquiries from people in that trade, and others who 
know a great deal of that branch of Buffnefs, . . , 

I humbly beg leave to obferve, that any Stamp whatsoever cannot be a check on 
<the Paper-ftainers, without the Surveyor or Gauger writing their Name, Date, and 
Number on each Roll of Paper which contains a dozen yards. 

The reafon 1 mention the Stamps to be no .check, without the Officers writing 
their Name, Date, and Number, the Paper-framers, in general, cut their own Prints, 
and any man that can cut a good Print, can, if inclined, cut a Stamp to anfwer his 
purpofe, if they were changed every day in the week; at the fame time to take care 
to enter all in their book, a copy of which they (bould fend the Col.ecTor w y , 
therefore, if contrary Numbers be found in the poffeffion of any manufadurer than 
what was charged, all fuch (houldbe forfeited to the Crown, with a fine in proportion 
to fuch fraud. 

d .a lt 
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If any manufadturer fhould want to purchafe Rained Paper from any other perfon 
in the trade, he thould give 24 hours notice to the Surveyor or Gauger, to come 
and mark and date the fame, otherwise the manufadturer would have it in his 
power to fay all the Paper in his pofleffion w.as -bought from other people in 
the trade. 

Refpecting the Licenfeson Paper- Rainers Working Tables, 1 would beg leave to 
recommend, that every manufaiRurerer, who works but One Table,. fiiould pay 
£..10. per annum; and any manufacturer working Two Tables to pay £.15. 
per annum; and all Tables employed above that number to pay £.5. each. 

The reafon I give for this, is, a number of Tables, which are now working, would 
be taken down, and two lets •■of men might.be put to work at one Table; at 
the fame time, the fize of the - Tables thould be mentioned in the Adt of 
Parliament. The prefent Tables ufed are fix feet in length and two feet in 
breadth. 

As to the Auctions, with rcfpect to fo heavy a Licenfe on Auctioneers, 

.1 humbly beg leave to obferve, that it would be very dangerous to Public Credit, 
as there is nothing more common than manufacturers and fhopkeepers, when fhort 
■of money to pay bills, being obliged to fend part of their goods to Auction to rail e 
money, though at the fame time having a large property in Rock; and it the owner, 
of fuch goods fent fhould be compelled to make Returns, I conceive it would be 
very injurious to trade. 

From different enquiries I have made, I find that fome of -.the Auctioneers would 
with to have the Licenfe as high as £.100. a year, for the purpofe of monopoly. 

I humbly am of opip.ion, that if all Auctioneers, in cities or large towns, fiiould 
pay£. 10. per annum licenfe, and in counties.^ .5. per annum, would produce more 
Revenue to the Crown than if higher, as there would be twenty to one more 
licenfed than if it were £. 50.; at the fame .time, no Auctioneer fiiould obtain a 
Licence without finding two fureties, to be approved of by the Collector, tofecure 
the Duties on all goods fold. 

As to further affidavits to be made by Auctioneers, I cannot conceive they 
could be made.fironger than the prefent Act, which will appear by the annexed.

have not been paid in, from the commencement of the Tax in. 1797 to the prefcnt 
day. 

The reafonsforthis -failure can only be drawn from the mode m which the Auc- 
tion branch of Revenue has been executed in the Collector’s office, and which! 

. £ 3 iall now report to Your Honours as iliortiy and as .limply as poffibie. 

The Law requires, — 

1 ft, A Notice of each Sale, two days at lcaft before the Sale begins. 

-2,dly, A Catalogue of each Article intended. to be fold at fuch Sale. 

3dly, A Declaration on oath, within 28 days, fitting forth, whether or not 
fuchdale was hekfo And, 

4thly, A particular Account of every Article fold at fuch Sale, the Price of 
each Article, and- the total Amount of the whole. 

The Notice is the preparation for check. 

The Catalogueforms the checkover the Auctioneer. 

The Declaration enforces the regular •Payment of the Duty; and the particular 
Account is meant ; to enable -the King’s Officer to afeertain the clafs of Duty, and 
the true Revenue produce of each Sale. 

In the Collector’s Office I found the Notices illegally ferved, and therefore the 
dheck was loft; there was a book 'for their entry, but thoie -Entries were made fome- 
times by the Collector’s Clerk, fometimes by the Auctioneers themfeives, but mod 
generally by their Clerks, and therefore there -could be no dependence upon the 
accuracy of the Entries. . . 

As for Catalogues, it does not appear that the Ayctioneers'have been in the habit 
of returning them, and therefore the Sales have palled without any check whatever. 

The Declaration has never -been enforced, and the confequence has been, that in- 
ftead of monthly payments of the Duty, as required by Law, there are many inftances 
where the Duties have not been fent in til 1 th ey were g, 4, and even 5 months due. 

The particular Account, fofpecially required by the Law, is not generally returned 
: according to the letter or fpirit of the Act, it is often -lent in and paffed without 
ascertaining the articles fold, or the price of each article •, and in every inftanee 
-which has come before me, and they are very numerous, the Duty appears to be 
clafled andafeertained, not by the Collector, but by the Auctioneer himfelf; the 
very oath required by Law to the Account is, I prefume, admmiftered verbally, for it 
in no one inftanee appears as a written- document on the Account, under the ligna- 
ture of the Auctioneer or his known Clerk. 

The above is the manner in which the Auction Duty of this diftrict has been con- 
ducted ; Your Honours will judge whether this inattention to the wholefome provi- 
fionsof the Act muft not have operated extremely to .'the injury of His Majefty’s 
-Revenue. . . 

As the view of the prefent fyftem feems to have originated, and to have been 
continued, in the Colledor’s Office, I think it proper to corroborate the fad, by 
pointing out, and by affixing, for Your Honours infpedion, certain Audion Docu- 
ments, which (I fubmit) incontrovertibly prove the omiffions l have enumerated. 

xft. Prefer Your Honours to the book in the Colledor’s Office, in which Auction 
Notices have been entered. Your Honours will find, upon examination, that thofe 
Entries are (previous to the 25th of March laft, when the late informations began to 
operate) generally illegal. As for the Notices themfeives, I might lay 100 inftances 
before Your Honours to prove, that the Audioneevs were m the habit of deliver- 
ing them illegally, feme a day before the Yale, feme on the -day of fale, and lome 
even after the fale had been held. _ . 

2dly, The Catalogues have been, but in a -very few inftances, delivered bciore 
the, late informations .were filed. 
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3dly, As for Declarations, fo effential to the regular payment of the Duties, they 
have not been enforced, nor does the idea of- their neceffity feem to obtain. Since 
the Ijth of February, there remain 63 Sales [fill undeclared,, or unaccounted for, 
which ought, by Law, to have been declared or accounted for before the 1 6th 
inftant. 

4thly, The annexed Documents, marked A. B. C. D. E. F. G. and H. are 
what are returned and paffed by the Collector, as particular Accounts of fale. 
Your Honours will find, upon examination, that A. is the general Account of two 
fales, which took place in November, which were payable in December, and which 
were not returned or paid before the aad of March laft, being four months after 
the period preferibed by the Law. Upon examination of B. Your Honours will find 
that it was payable in December, and that it was not returned or paid till the 12th 
of March, being four months after the period preferibed by the Law. Upon exa- 
mination of C. Your Honours will find that it is a Statement of Duty only, with- 
out fpecifying a fingle article from whence that Duty was drawn. Upon exami- 
nation of D.^Your Honours will find a general Account, but not one particular 
article from whence the Duty was ftruck. Upon examination of E. Your Honours 
will find the payment a month too late, and that the Account does not even fpe- 
•cify by whom the Return was made. Upon examination of F. Your Honours 
will find that it is a mixed Account, fome of it payable in November, fome in 
December, and fome in January laft, and that the Payments were not made^ till 
3, 4, and 5 months after the legal time. Upon examination of G. and H. Your 
Honours will find they were payable in December laft, and that they were not paid 
till 4 months after the legal time. 

It is to be obferved, that an Auftion Voucher is, by regulation, returnable to 
the Examiner of Excife. I fubtnit that this Voucher is meant, and fhould aft, as 
a check on the Amount of Duty received by the Colleftor: but by the exifting 
mode of making out the Auftion Voucher, it is no check whatever, for it is taken 
folely and entirely from the Receipt Book in the Collector’s office ; it is Amply a 
Voucher of what the Colleftor himfelf ftates to have been received in the month ; 
he is himfelf the reporter of the Amount, and therefore the Voucher operates as no 
check whatever againft him. 

The latter part of Your Honours Order direfts me to report my opinion as to any 
alteration which may appear necefiary for the better Collection of the Auftion 
Duty within this diftrict ; as the Bufinefs is fomewhat complicated, ^and as the 
period from the date of your Order is but fhort, I fhall (with ycur Honours per- 
miffion) defer that part of my Report till the end of the prefent quarter, when the 
arrangements I have formed, and on which I am now acting, will have arrived at 
further maturity; in the mean time allow me to obferve, that the checks I have 
e-ftablifhed are operating towards the fulfilment of the Law, and that the Auctioneers, 
in coni'equence of informations which have been filed againft them, are becoming 
fenfible of their neglects, and have latterly delivered their Notices of Sale according 
to the provifions of the Statute.

Honourable Sirs, 

On the 20th of April laft, I had the honour to report the manner in which the 
Auftion Duty has been collected in this diftrict ; and I am now, in continuation 
and in obedience to your Order, to ftate “ the alterations which appear neceflary 
for the better Collection of that import.” 

By my former Report, Your Honours perceive that the provifions of the Law, 
relative to Auftions, have been much neglected ; it appears to me, that the Collec- 
tor’s office, having a multiplicity of other Revenue Bufinefs to execute, cannot give 

that 
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tliat careful attention to the Auction Duty, which is abfolutely neceffary for its 
fair Collection ; I am therefore moft refpectfully of opinion, the Bufinefs fhould 
be withdrawn from the Collector’s office, and placed under the care of another Of- 
ficer; that to him fhould be attached two fubord bate Officers, permanent and 
active ; that at his office (which might properly be named the Auction Office) 
all Auction Licenfes. fhould be regiftered and counterfigned, and all Notices, 
Catalogues, Declarations, and Accounts, and every Auction document, required 
by the Law, fhould be delivered ; that under his direction the two Officers fhould 
check the Sales; that he fhould, without haraffing the trade by a too rigid adhe- 
rence to the letter, enforce obedience to the Law ; that he fhould clafs and afcer- 
tain the Amount of the Duties ; that, on the delivery of the Accounts by the 
Auctioneers, he fhould certify to' the Collector the Amount of Duty on each 
Sale ; that from thofe certificates the Collector fhould receive and give acquit- 
tances for the Amount ; and that from the Account-book in the Auction office, the 
proper Officer fhould return, to the Examinator of Excife, a monthly Voucher of 
the Duty, certified to the Collector. 

By the regiftry of the Licenfes, the Officer would be able to punifh thofe, who, 
by felling. without licenfe, defraud His Majefty of a double Duty, viz. the Duty on 
the Licenfe and. the Duty on the Sales ; by the Notices and Catalogues being de- 
livered at his office he would have a timely opportunity of checking the Sales, and 
compelling a true Return of the articles fold ; by the Accounts being furnifhed to 
him, he would be enabled to clafs, and precifely to afcertain the true Amount of the 
Duties ; and the Voucher of the Examinator of Excife would aft as a check on the 
Colleftor for the Duty he received. 

There are minor points, which, if Your Honours are pleafed to adopt the alterations 
propofed, will come properly under the head of Regulation, fuch as the Books ne- 
ceffary to be kept in the Auftion office, Forms of Affidavits on Declarations, Ac- 
counts of Sales, Sales free of Duty, &c. &c. &c. thofe Forms (efiential, nay abfo- 
lutely neceffary to give effeft to the fyftem) I have drawn out, and fhall, on your 
Order, lay them before Your Honours. 

Allow me to ftep a little out of the direft line of this Report, and ftate, that I 
have reafon to believe, there is much Duty loft to the Crown on fales of goods 
woven in Ireland, and alfo on fecond fales of goods, imported from the Britifh 
Colonies in America ; with regard to the firft, I do not find, that the bond required 
by the legiflature has, in any one inftance, been paffed by any Auctioneer for fe- 
curing the payment of the Duties on the fales of fuch goods ; and as for the other, 
I have not feen one affidavit, as required by the Law, to prove the firft fale of. goods 
imported from any Britifh colony in America. On the firft fale (proved by affidavit) 
the Duty is free, but on every lubfequent fale of fuch goods the Duty attaches ; 
now, I apprehend, that many fecond tales of Britifh colonial produce have been 
paffed as firft fales, and, by confequence, the Duty has been funk; indeed the light 
and heedlefs manner in which the Auftion Duty has been collefted in this diftrict, 
muft have occafioned a very ferious lofs to the Crown. 

As the Law ftands, I apprehend the Returns muft all be made in the firft inftance 
to the Collector’s office, and while that is the cafe, a complete reform in the Auction 
fyftem cannot be accomplifhed : in order to remedy this defect, I fubmit that Your 
Honours may, for the prelent, attach to the Collector’s office an Auction office, 
where all the Returns might be legally delivered. 

Since Your Honours ordered me to check the Bufinefs, I have e.ftab!ifhed one 
point of importance, I mean the proper delivery of the Notices ; and I have the 
fatisfaction to ftate to Your Honours, that the produce of Auction Duty wears a very 
mcreafing afpect fince your Order iffued.

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And I am-thoroughly convinced, that this rife of produce has been Derationed by the 
inveftigation you ordered, and by the particular attention that has-been lately given 
to the Auction Buiinefs. . - .. . n , , 

The above rife of produce, with the feeble-check-I poffefs, ts a ftrong proof, that, 
were the check complete, the produce of the Duty would confequently incraafe. 

The alterations ! have propofed,-I am moft refpectfully of opinion, are abfolutely 
heceffary for the true Collection of -the Auction Duty within this diftnet ; and I 
have not the lead doubt, that by. a regular, a careful, and an e-xertive attention to 
the Bufinefs, the Auction office would fulfil the Law, and, in a fh or t period of time, 
bring double and more than double the heretofore annuahproduce into the . Public 
t purle.

Wines, and fix Pounds per ton on all other Foreign Wine, and which will fhortly 
receive the Royal Affent : “ All Dealers in and Retailers of Foreign Wines, are, 
within feven days after the paffing of the Ad, to deliver an Account on Oath, to the 
Colledor of the Diftrid, of all Foreign Wine in their poffeffion refpedively, or in 
His Majefty’s ftores, on the 25th March 1800, on in the poffeffion of any perfon 
in truft for them, and all Wine in bottles, to be accounted for according to the 
number of bottles. 

All Wines imported before the 25th March 1800, the Import Duties payable 
on which have not been paid before the faid day, (hall be confidered as Wine in 
ftore on that day, and to be comprized jn the faid Account. 

Officers of Excife are, as foon as convenient, to take an Account of the Stock, and 
return an Account of the fame to the Colledor. The Excife is to be paid in three 
months from the 25th of March. If the Wine is to be fooner removed, no Permit 
is to be granted, unlefs the Excife Duty be paid. 

Any perfons chufing to pay the Excife Duty before the end of the three months, 
are to be allowed a difcount at the rate of £.6. per cent, for the time.

fpective Deficiencies, -or Short Work, Backs of Po tale delayed, &c. but the Sur- 
veyors and Gaugers have taken upon them to omit- the fame, under pretence of fuch 
. accidents : — 

And the Board alfo being informed, that many Books are returned to the Exa- 
• miner’s Office, in which various and heavy Surcharges are found, though it is pre- 
tended and noted that the refpective Surveyors have frequently examined fuch 
eBooks, which it is impoffible they could have done properly. 

The Board therefore direCt you to inform the feveral Surveyors and Gaugers in 
.your DiftriCt, that in all cafes where Accidents as above-mentioned do occur, they 
fhall, in the firft inftanee, charge the Duties and Deficiencies- of Work, &c. as if 
the like had not happened, and return the fame in the next proper and current 
■Vouchers, and leave the Diftiller to make his application afterwards by Memorial for 
redrefs. 

And you are alfo to inform them, that in all cafes where Surcharges are omitted to

dred and fifty days in the year, and to pay all fuch Duties as (hall accrue during the

will give directions to all Infpefting Officers to be particularly careful in afcertain- 
ino- the true Content of each Still, and the feveral Utenfils, on each future inf pec- 
don, and immediately to feize any Still they (hall find to be undergauged, and to 
report the name of the Surveyor upon whofe Certificate the Still was licenied ; and 
you are to affure the Surveyors that the Board will inflict a heavy punifhment for any 
impropriety that fliall appear in this part of their duty. 

At the time of Diftillers entering into Security as before-mentioned, you are to 
acquaint them, that if they negieft to work the enfuing year the proper number 
of days, they will be charged with the deficiency, and you are at the end or the 
year to take care, in cafe of any fuch deficiency, to bring the fame to chaige in 
the Voucher, purfuant to the faid Aft. . 

You are to obferve, that the faid Aft afcertains the number of charges of Low 
Wines, for which the Diftiller is to be charged with Duty in the 25 working days, 
and for every day after in which he fliall continue to be chargeable; and alfo afcer- 
tains the quantity of Spirits for which he fliall be charged with Duty both on the 
decreafe of Walli, and decreafe of Low Wines or Singlings, ,©r where the Still is 
charged with either. r . , . „ ... , 

It will be neceflary for the Officers to attend to theclaufes in the faid Aft, which 
-fpecifythe number of Doublings which Stills of every Dimenfion are obhgedto make, 
•and the proportion of Spirits for which Duty is to be charged on each Doubling, 
-and to charge the Duty accordingly : Suppole a Still is of the content Of twelve 
hundred gallons, fuch Still is to be charged with Duty for no ldfs than twenty charges 
of Singlings in twenty-five Working days ; and as one-twelfth is allowed for liberty 
to work the quantity of Singlings for which Duty muftbe charged, cannot be lets 
than eleven hundred gallons ; and if the Singlings be from Corn Wain, the ‘law 
.charges with Duty two-fifths of fuch Singlings as Spirits, therefore the quantity of 
Spirits at each Doubling with fuch a Still for which Duty is to be charged, mutt 
be four -hundred and forty gallons and a fimilar method is to be observed in 
refpeft of Stills of all other Dimenfions, according to the number of Doublings they 
are obliged to make; but if the Singlings be from Molafles Walb, one-half is to 
be charged with Duty as Spirits. 
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c And If any Diftiller fli all not produce -to the Officer who .returns the Spirit 
Vouchers, Permits for conveying into the Diftillery from the Stores, one barrel of 
.Malt for. every fourteen gallons of Spirits contained in any Voucher, you are to 
take care that in fuch Voucher h'e be charged with fuch further Turn as fhail be 
-equal to the Duty of the quantity of Mait which fhail -be deficient, of one barrel 
for every 14 gallons of Spirits in the Voucher, and if the . quantity of Spirits in the 
Voucher fhail not amount to rate of 10 gallons for every barrel of Malt permitted, 
you are to take care that the Officer charge in the Voucher fuch further fums as 
fhail be equal to -the Duty on Spirits at the rate of 10 gallons for every barrel of 
fuch Malt, fpecifying in each cafe the feveral quantities, to (hew that the charge is 
eorredlly computed, and the Diftillers are to be apprized of this. And the Board 
will confider any Officer who makes a defective Return, by which the neceffity 
of a Surcharge is induced by the examining Officer., to be unqualified for his 
Office. 

And the Board, underftanding that Diftillers have been fuffered to work in 
many Diftridts without performing the Requifites, and obtaining Licence agreeable

Theydiredt, that you do inform the feveral Surveyors and Gaugers in your Diftridi, 
that they are not to b'ing forward any Surcharges againft the Diftillers in their refpedtive 
walks for any deficiencies of work required by bond for one hundred days, between 
the 29th September 1799 and 29th Inftant, nor any Surcharges againft Maltfters for 
fhort work during the (aid period, according to tire fquare feet of their refpedtive 
floors. And as in feveral Diftribts Surcharges for fhort work depending againft Dif- 
tillers and Maltfters for former years, were by order held over fecured by bond, and 
directed to be allowed in future furplus work equal thereto, which work, on 
account of the aforefaid Prohibition, they are unable to perform. 

The Board alio diredt, that you tranfmit an Account of fuch depending Sur- 
charges to them, if any are lying over in your Diftridl, diftinguifhing each Trader’s 
flame, the amount of the Surcharge, and the date of the Order by which the

The Board have received a Report from Mr. Edwards, Examiner of Permit 
Vouchers, in obedience to their Order of the 10th November laft, diredting him to 
Rate his opinion as to what may be a proper Regulation to enforce the corredt Return 
of all Permit Certificates and Ticket Books ; and Mr. Edwards having reprefented, 
that from the frequent removals, difmiflals, and deaths of Officers, feveral Permit 
Certificates and Ticket Books are every year loft, and the Colledtors alledge, that 
they had taken and ufed every means in their power to recover fuch Books ; that as 
to the Surveyors and Gaugers, they make various excufes tending to exculpate 
themfelves ; he therefore fubmits, whether it would not be proper to advert to the 
Board’s intention, exprefled in their plan for regulating the Permit Bufinefs as it 
pow ftands ; namely, to oblige the Officers who may be removed, to deliver up all 
the Books and Papers belonging to his Office to his Surveyor, taking a receipt for the 
fame before fuch Officer fhall leave his walk ; and, in order to fecure the books, &c. 
in the hands of Officers diftnifled, or in cafe of death, that a claufe fhould be in- 
ferted in the Gauger’s Bonds, to enforce the return and delivery of thofe Books. 

That with refpedt to the Surveyors, they fhould be made refponfible for all Books 
delivered to them by the Collector, and for which each Collector is to take a Re- 
ceipt, the Colledtors being already furnifhed with proper Receipt Books for that 
purpofe; _and it being the bufinefs of a Surveyor to infpedt the Books of each 
Gauger in his furvey, at leaft once a month, fo that he cannot, without a manifeft 
negledt of his duty, avoid difcovering in that period the lofs of any Book which he 
had delivered to fuch Gauger; and in cafe any fhould be wanting, he fhould im- 
mediately report the deficiency in writing to his Collector, to be tranfmitted by him 
to the Board, which if the Surveyor fhall negledt to do, or not be able, if called upon, 
to produce the Gauger’s receipt for the Books, he fhall be held accountable for fuch 
lofs; that the Surveyor, on the return of any Books by the Gauger, fhall give up 
the Gauger’s receipt for the fame ; and as an Officer feldom dies without fome pre- 
vious illnefs, the Surveyor muft of courfe be apprized of it, in order either to put the 
Supernumerary in charge of the walk, Or to take charge of it himfelf, he would 
then have an opportunity of feeing all the Books belonging to the walk, and dif- 
covering if any deficiency fhall be therein. 

As this Regulation would eafe the Colledtors very much from the embarraffments 
they now complain of, as it would better enable them to account for any lofs which 
may happen, the Board therefore diredt that it be immediately adopted in your 
Diftridt ; and you are to make a corredt.Jleturn of thofe Books to the Examiner of 
Permit Vouchers within the time prefcribed in their former inftructions.

The very great Expence which has attended the feizure of private Stills in many 
parts of Ireland, having for fome time, been a fubjedt which has much engaged 
the Board’s attention, and having maturely confidered the fame, they are per- 
fuaded that the principal caufe of the accumulation of this Expence is owing to the 
Revenue Officers not obferving a ftriit adherence to that part of their General Order 
of the 1 ft of September 1794, which relates to the Officers taking out a greater 
number of Affiftants than neceffary, without pofitive informations : — 

In order, therefore, to remedy this abufe, and to reftriit the Officers power, the 
Board will not in future admit of any Officer calling out a ftronger military party 
than one Serjeant, one Corporal, and twelve private Men, except on particular 
occafions ; and in fuch cafes it muft be fanftioned with your approbation, the ne- 
•ceffity of which you are to certify upon the Officer’s Quarterly Return j and as in 
many Diftricts hired Men have been taken out with the Army — 

The Board diredt, that the Practice of doing fo be difcontinued, except in fuch 
places as the Army or Yeomanry are not ftationed, or whofe affiftance cannot be 
readily obtained, which you are alio to certify with the Quarterly Return. 

And the Board having obferved that the Affidavits of the Officers have been fre- 



quently returned without the Serjeant or Corporal and Conftable being included, 
agreeably to the Standing Order, vou are to enjoin your Officers to a compliance 
with this Requiiite, on. pain of the Board’s difpleafure. 

And the Board expedt that you will be particular in not tranfmitting any Return 
of Services, without their being perfectly made according to Regulation ; and here- 
with you will receive a fufficient number of the Forms of the Returns to be diftri- 
buted through your Diftridt ; and the Certificate of the demolition of the Stills, 
&c. is to be made exadtly agreeably to the alteration therein.

The Board having, in March 1788, taken into confederation the manner in which 
the Collectors of the Revenue in Ireland had kept their Accounts, and finding that 
the different Collectors had purfued different methods, the Board determined that 
there fhould be one uniform fet of Books kept by every Collector, which were 
accordingly prepared and forwarded, with a printed fpecimen in the front of each 
Book, whereby the Collectors would obferve the manner in which every Book was 
to be headed, and the. manner in which they were to be kept. 

But the Board finding, that notwithfcanding the fald Regulations, which fo ma- 
terially concerned the intereft of the Revenue, and their pofitive Orders on that 
fubject, contained in their General Letter of the 19th March 1788, the uni- 
form fyflem thereby intended- has not been efl:abliflied, each Collector differing 
in the manner and method of keeping his Accounts from another. 

The Board lately directed three Books to be prepared for the ufe of the Collectors, 
differing very little from thofe formerly ordered ; the firft, called a Specie Book ; the 
fecond, a General Receipt Book ; and the third, a General Payment Book, preparatory 
to the eftablifhment of one uniform Syftem of Account throughout the whole. 

In order therefore to attain this mod defirable object, fo far as the fame relates 
to the three Books before mentioned, the following explanation is given of each, by 
way of Inflruction to the Collectors, viz. the Specie Book is intended to contain 
the exact amount of every Receipt and Payment which takes place in the Collector’s 
Office, on the left hand page of which is to be entered all the Receipts, and on the 
right hand all the Payments; the firft containing the date of Receipt, the branch 
of the Revenue for which the money is paid, which is to be entered or written in 
larger letters than the remaining part of the entry ; thus, Quit Rents, Malt 
Excife, Strong Water Licence, Duties Inwards, &c. Stating the 



Gale, the Month or Year for which the Sum wa6 paid Barony or Walk in which it is 
to be pofted, the name of the Perfonfor whofe account the Cadi had been received, 
the particulars of the Cadi, or whether Bills or Bank Notes of which fuch Payment 
was compofed, to be entered as nearly as may be in the center of the page, and when 
they are caft up to be fet down in one entire fum in the columns for pounds, (hillings, 
and pence, prepared for that purpofe, to be toted every week at lead:, which will not 
give the Collectors the fmalleft additional trouble, as every letter and figure hereby 
required were heretofore written in other books and papers, or in blotters, &c. 

On the right hand fide of this Book is to be entered, in like .manner, all the pay- 



ments under every Head; thus. Salaries, Incidents, Exchequer Ac- 
quittances, &C, See. by which means the Collectors will be enabled to balance 



their Cadi Account at any moment, and the Surveyor General on his Infpedtion, 
will be enabled to afeertain the Ca(h balance in each Colle&or’s hands, in a much 
diorter time then he otherwife would. 

And in order not only to enable Mr. Smart, now acting as Pro-colledtor General, 
to explain every Item in a Collector’s Accounts to the different Examinators, as well 
as to enable him to checque the Weekly Abftracts, the Specie Book is to be con- 
fidered a Quarterly Book, returnable to him at the end of each Quarter, with the 
Quarter’s Accounts, and to be font up with them accordingly. — From the Specie Book 
the Collectors are immediately, or as foon-as may be, to transfer the different Items 
therein to the Books deftined to receive them, the Quit Rent into the Quit Rent 
-Cadi Book, which fhould be done inflanter the Licences into the General Regifter 
of all perfons under Licence, the Excife into the Excife Cada and Ledgers, the 
.N m ■Hearth- 
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Hearth-money into .the Hearth-money Ledger, and the like rule as to each Branch 
of Revenue into its own proper Book. 

As, the Receipts . of the Hearth-money 'Officers comprehend the D,uties<on Win- 
dows, Male Servants, i&c. and as there has not been any Books fent down to the 
Collectors, fuited. to the accounts of t’nofe .Duties, the Examinator of Hearth-mo- 
ney ha?, bne.p ordered to prepare a fpecimen fuited to thofe objects, and to lay the 
fame before the Board. 

And fui;th<jr, with refpedt to the Specie Book, a perfect Agreement will be ex- 
pefted. between thofe Books and the Colledt or’ s Weekly A b drafts, either by a 
diminution of arrears, or by an immediate charge, as rn the cafe of Licences, which 
muft appear in that Week’s. Ab(t;:a$; in. which they were received ; and as' to the 
Hearth-money, Window' Duty, See. the Collectors, are not to. receive i.t from the, 
Officers who. col left it, without at the fame time receiving a regular Cafh A bit rack 
for the Amount, Fignipe.d by the Supervifor. 

And finally, that the Specie. Books, before they fhall be returned, are to be. dated, 
and figned by the Collectors, and by no other perfon, and are to be indorfed with, 
.the name of the Diftrict.and Quarter to which it belongs. 

The next of thofe books is the General Receipt Book, which is calculated; to (hew 
eyery Week’s Receipt, and under every Head of Revenue ; and' in Ports where it is, 
materially neceilary to fhevv the Daily Receipt, it will ofcourfe anfwjer equally well; it 
is made of the. largeft paper, and contains.columns fufficient for every Head.of Rec^ipt^ 
and it is intended to contain particularly w ; h.at the Specie Book contains, generally; 
■on the left hand page, the Items of which being transferred from, (hence, ana 
:placed in the columns under, cliftinct Heads, will give the full Amount received ip, the. 
Week under every Head of Revenue prepared for immediate infertioa in the Weekly. 
.Abftract, or if the termination of the Month happens in the middle or ajjy other 
day of the week except Saturday, it will anfwer equally well, and when the ter- 
mination. of a month does not happen, on a. Saturday, the Collectors are to return 
two Abftracts for that week, in order to keep each month and quarter, diftinct, fq 
that if the 5th of any month, or. 10th of October, happens, for inliance, on. a 
Wednefday, the Collector muft return an Abftract from the Saturday preceding- to 
Wednefday,' and muft alfo. clofe. the. month in the General Receipt Book,, by 
bringing forward the Amount of the. weeks ; and fo. alfo at the end of the quarter, 
by bringing forward the months ; and from the faid Wednefday to the Saturday 
following, he muft return a fecond Abftract, which being alfo diftinctly fet forth, 
in the Receipt Book, both Abftracts are to be forwarded to the Accountant Ge^-. 
neral together ; and the fame is to be obferyed if the termination of the. month 
fhould happen on any other, day of. the week but Saturday, and the Officers of 
Excite are to return their monthly Vouchers within ten. days at fartheft after the 
termination of the period to which fuch Vouchers are made up, which wall pro- 
duce a. perfect Agreement between the Monthly, and; Weekly Abftracts, and the 
Quarter’s Accounts, and the, whole will exactly correfpond, if the bulinefs fhall be. 
carried on regularly and agreeably to the Plan laid down. 

The third Book (denominated the General Payment Book) is prepared exactly; 
as the former, with, columns fufficient for. the inlertion of all Payments, to be ex- 
tracted from the. right hand fide, of the Specie Book, and is to be carried on in, 
every refpect in the fame manner as the General Receipt. Book ; it will therefore be 
unneceftary.to enter into any further detail refpecting it, than merely that the Board' 
will expect an exact Agreement between it and the Weekly Abftract; and- the com- 
mencement of thofe Books is to be from the 10th day of October next. 

And whereas. the :three Books before-mentioned have been fent (by the Clerk of the 
Stationary ). to ;the -different Ports and Diftricts, I am directed to acquaint you, that 
the Board being determined that the bufinefs of the Revenue fhall be conducted in a 
propcr.and uniform manner throughout, they have given directions to the Surveyors 
General ;to be very particular in the examination of thofe Books when they vifit 
any Collection, and to take care that they be kept agreeably to the Regulations 
.laid down by this Order; and where they (the Surveyors General) fhall find any de- 
viation or inattention, they are immediately to report the fame to the Board, who 
will thereupon take fuch meafuresas will enforce obedience; and if the Specie Books 
fhould be either too large or too finally you are to make a fpecial demand for. fuch

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•fized Books as will be fuitable to your Collection 5 and the Board direct, that for the 
prefen t the three new Books now ordered be numbered as follow ; viz. SPECIE, 
N° 3.— GENERAL PAYMENT, N° 4.— GENERAL RECEIPT, N° 25, being 
in place of thofe three Numbers in the Lift font down in the Board’s General Order 
of the 1 9th . March 1788, N° 14 5 and therefore the Books affixed -to the faid three 
'Numbers in that Lift ; viz. the old Specie Book, the Caffi Book, and the Cafh 
Book for Duties, Rents, &c. are to be difcontinued from the faid 10th of Odober, 
■when the new Books now ordered in -their place are to commence.

The Board have received the Report ©f Mr. Edwards, Examiner of Permit 
Vouchers, dated the 21ft ult. reprefenting that it appears by the Returns of Malt 
• Permits to his Office, from the feveral Diftricts in Ireland, that they are far Ihort of 
the number of thofe Permits actually Iftuecj, which, on inquiry into the' caufe, lie 
finds that the Officers conceived that they have no authority to enter and demand 
Malt Permits granted to convey Malt to. Brewers Kieves, and that they do not take 
up Permits to Diftillers Kieves any where. ; that this general neglect is the cauie of 
the great difproport ion between.- the Permits iftued and returned; and it being: 
neceffary to adopt fome Regulations to enforce a due Return of Permits to the 
Office of the Examiner of Vouchers and Mr. Carr, Solicitor, having reported 
thereon — 

The Board acquaint you, that with regard to the authority of an Officer to take: 
up fuch Permits, by the 58th Section of the Malt Act 1797, Brewers- and Diftillers 
are to deliver up the Permits for conveying or removing Malt from their Stores, into 
Breweries and Diftilleries, within twenty-four hours after the force expires, under the: 
penalty of £, 20 ; - and you are to direct your feveral Officers, whole particular duty 
it is to take up t-hofe. Permits, fo, -attend particularly to this part -of their buftnefs, 
and to take, up t-hofe Permits,, and return them regularly with their other Permits, 
&c. to the. Office of the Examiner of Permit Vouchers; and that in cafe the faid 
Permits are not delivered up to them, in proper time by the Brewers and Diftillers; to 
file Informations - -for the penalty,, and if the Malt has not- been contained at the 
expiration of twenty-four hours, to feize the fame, though it may be maftied in 
the Kieve. 



The Board alfo diretft, that you do give immediate notice of this Order to the 
feveral Brewers and Diftillers, that they may not plead ignorance of the Board’s 
determination on this fubj.eft, fhould any Seizure be made from them on this account, 
or any. Information entered againft them for the penalty ; and you are alfo to 
acquaint the feveral Officers, that the Board have directed the Examiner of Vouchers, 
to report any inftance of negledt or irregularity that lhall be. committed by them in 
this bufinefs, whereupon the.y are determined to punilh any Officer who lhall be 
guilty of the fame.

You are to acquaint the Surveyors and Gaugers in your -Diflrid, that whenever it 
comes to -the Board’s knowledge that any Permit has been granted to any Diftiller, 
Maltfter, or Tobacconift, who fliall have' any flock of Spirits, Malt, or Tobacco, 
the time for Payment of the Duty of which has elapfed, and the Duty not paid, 
they will difmifs the Officer granting fuch Permit. 

And in order that the Duties may not Hand out after the time appointed by Law 
For payment, you are hereby ordered and direded to enter Informations againft thofe 
Diflillers, Maltflers, andTobacconifts, who fliall be in default at. the expiration of the 
time the Duty is required to be paid ; and you are to take care to hold regular Trials 
at your Monthly Offices of all fuch Informations as have been, or fliall hereafter be 
filed for the recovery of the fame ; and upon convidion had upon any fuch In- 
formation, you are immediately to deliver the warrant for the recovery of the pe- 
nalties, figned by the Sub-commiffioners, to the Officer whofe duty it is to execute 
the fame ; and if he does not without delay perform his duty, except -in cafes where 
an appeal has been lodged, you are in that cafe to fufpend him, and by the fame poll 
inform the Board of fuch fufpenfion.

The Board having taken into confideration the inconvenienciesthat have often 
arifen from the irregular manner in which the Return of unftatutable Stills feized 
have been made to the Board, and having reafon to underftand that bounties ‘and 
•expences on the Seizures of Stills have in fome inftances been improvidently paid 
from want of due examination of thoie Stills, and into the nature of the fervices 
alledged to Rave been performed prior to thofe returns being made to the Board; — 
The Board diredt you in the firft inftance to have particular references to their 
printed General Orders on this fubjedt, dated ift September T794, 8 th January 
1795, and 1 ft September 1801 (Copies of which you have enclofed) and to obferve 
and carry into effedt every regulation therein contained, it being the Board’s deter- 
•mination in future to hold every Colledtor refponlible for the due obfervance of thofe 
regulations : and you are to take care that the whole of the Returns for each Quarter 
be tranfmitted together through you, and not in any inftance by the Officers them- 
felves, for which purpofe you are peremp.torily to call on the feveral Officers con- 
cerned, to fend in their Returns to you in due time, and before the clofe of each 
Quarter, acquainting them that in default thereof, the Board will not afterwards 
attend to their applications ; and the Board direct, that before you give your Certi- 
ficate of any Still that you do fee, that the fame has been actually depofited in the 
Revenue Stores ; and that you do in perfon, and not by delegation to another, 
examine minutely the feveral Stills feized, for which Bounties are claimed, and alfo 
(if neceffary) -the Officers who feize the fame, in order to afceftain and ftate tofhe 
Board, whether each and every of the faid Stills were in a ferviceable ftate at the time 
•of feizure, and were actually ufed in-diftilling, or. whether the fame were worn out, 
-and feized or delivered in when no longer fit for ufe, and of courfe not entitled to 
Bounty, .which you are particularly to diftinguilh in your Certificate ; and you are 
carefully to fee all fuch Stills fo completely cut up or tlemolifhed, as to be incapable 
of being repaired or again ufed in diftilling; and the Board finding that, in very few 
inftances where Stills are feized, any proceedings have been had, either againft the 
Townlands where feized, or -againft the perfons with whom the fame were found, 
from which negledt the evil of private diftilling is not fufficiently difcouraged, and 
leaves a ftrong doubt on the mind of the Board, that either there is often collufion 
in making thefe Seizures, or that the Officers do not do their duty in.punilhing the 
offenders. 

The Board diredt that in future, where it appears from your Certificate that no 
proceedings have been had againft the Townland or the Owner of the Still feized, 
that only one-half of the ulual bounties be paid to all perfons concerned (the military 
excepted, who are to be paid as ulual) and as an encouragement to the Revenue 
Officers, or any others as Affiftants (except military) that they be paid-double the 
ufual Bounties in all Cafes where fuch proceedings before ftated have been com- 
pleted, and the money recovered ; and you are to be particular, in every injlance , 
to report whether thofe proceedings have taken place or not, and whether the 
money has been paid or levied, in order that the Board may pay the Bounties 
•'accordingly. 

And the Board make no doubt, but you will fee the neceffity of a ftridt attention 
to this part of your duty, when you refiedt on the great fums quarterly paid for 
-expences, and for Bounties to the military and other Affiftants, and to the Revenue

both on the decreafe of Wafh, and decreafe of low Wines or Singlings, or where

It will be neceliary for the Officers to attend to the Claufes in the faid Adt, which 
fpecify the number of Doublings which Stills of every Dimenfion are obliged to 
make, and the proportion of Spirits for which Duty is to be charged on each 
Doubling, and to charge the Duty accordingly : fuppofe a Still is of the Content 
of twelve hundred gallons, fuch Still is to be charged with Duty for no lefs 
than twenty charges of Singlings in twenty-five working days, and as one-twelfth 
is allowed for liberty, to work, the quantity of Singlings for Which Duty muft be 
charged, cannot be. lefs than eleven hundred gallons; and if the Singlings be from 
■Corn Wafh, the Law charges, with Duty two-fifths of Each Singlings as Spirits, 
:therefore the quantity of Spirits at each Doubling with fuch a Still for which 
Duty is to be Charged muft be four hundred and forty gallons, and a fimilar 
method is to be obferved in refpedt of Stills of all other Dimenfions, according to

Your letter of the 17th inftant, recommending fundry appointments and re- 
gulations, neceffary for the more effectual Collection of the Revenue arifing from 
the Duties on Stamps, and for the better management of the Check office and 
Officers employed, having been laid before His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for 
his confideration : 

His Excellency, after having maturely confidered the nature and effect of the 
feveral Regulations propofed, and alfo the letter of the Lords Commiffioners of 
the Treafury, dated the 13th inftant, has commanded me to fignify to you his 
approbation for your carrying the following Regulations, for the Department under 
your management, into immediate execution. 

1 ft, As the Stamp Bulinefs, at the head office, begins daily in the Receiver 
General’s Department, where all Monies received for Stamps demanded are firft 
entered and paid, you are therefore to direct that his Day Book or Journal (hall 
be in the fame form, and kept in the fame manner, as that in the Comptroller’s 
office, wherein the entries of the feveral daily Warrants are made ; and that 
fo foon as the bufinefs of the day is over, a comparifon be made with the 
Comptroller’s book, in order that each fpecific Duty may be immediately 
•checked ; and, on their agreeing, the Receiver General’s book be figned by the 
Comptroller, and the Comptroller’s book by the Receiver -General, which will 
-be an authentic document or acknowledgment of the Receiver General’s receipts 
.for that day. , . 

adly, As it appears, by your letter of the 17th inftant, that the Comptroller has 
,not been in the habit of conducting the bufinefs of his- own office, which is of much 
importance, and that in his abfence it has been conducted by the firft Clerk 
(who cannot have fufficient authority to oblige the reft of the Clerks in the office 
to do their duty, or keep their books in a regular and clear manner); and as you have 
Rated that -a Deputy is' neceffary for that office, His Excellency has thought 
proper to direR, that you do forthwith call upon the Comptroller to attend perfon- 
ailv to the duties of his office; and that for the more effectually fecuring the 
difeharge of thofe Duties, you do immediately appoint Mr.. Mulock, the firft Clerk 
in that' office (who has conducted himfelf, according to your reprefentation, with 
diligence and ability) to be Deputy Comptroller, at a Salary of Two hundred Pounds 
per annum ; and that you do further appoint the next Clerk in faid office, to 
fucceed him, at a Salary of One hundred Pounds per annum ; and that you do alfo 
affign .to thejunior Clerk a Salary of Seventy-five Pounds per annum; but yon 
■are to report' to me, for His Excellency’s information, as to the capability of thofe 
two Clerks to perform their feveral duties. 

3dly, The Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, in their letter of the iqth 
inft. recommend,' that the Solicitor Ihould be placed in fuch a fituation as would 
enable him to do his duty with effect ; and to do this, they have propofed that 
his bills of cofts fhould, in future, be paid. His Excellency has therefore, in 
confequence of their Lordlhips recommendation, directed me to acquaint you, that 
theprefent falary of One hundred Pounds per Annum to the Solicitor Ihould be con- 
tinued to him, but that the prefent allowance of One hundred Pounds per Annum, 
in lieu of cofts, Ihould be difcontinued from the 29th Sept, laft ; and that all 
bills of cofts incurred in any proceedings under the direction of the Board, from 
that date, Ihould, upon being duly taxed, be paid by your authority, and charged 
in jour Account of Incidents. & 

4thly, 
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4'thly, The' Teller-out of Ramped goods, whofe bufinefs is done at prefent by 
one of the Stampers, fhould have been called upon to attend his duty ; and if 
from age, or other infirmities, he could not have complied, a reprefentation fhould 
have been made to Government of his inability; but as you have, in your letter of 
the 17th inR. recommended the prefent Teller, Sir George Maffey, who is far 
advanced in years, to be otherwife provided for, His Excellency directs, that in 
confideration of his inability and advanced age, he may, from the 29th September 
laR, retire on his fillary of Sixty Pounds a year, which you are to pay him, and 
charge the fame in your incidental Account. And His Excellency alfo approves 
of your appointing Mr. Halpin, whom you Rate to have executed the duty ever 
fince the eRablifhraent of the office, to fucceecl Sir George Maffey, as Teller of 
Stamps, at a falary of Sixty Pounds per Annum. His Excellency thinks it ncccffary 
that the Teller fhould keep two books, fimilar to thole in the Comptroller’s office 
for Daily Warrants, in one of which, all Ramped goods taken out of the office 
are to be entered ; and in the other are to be entered all Ramped goods that are 
for the ufe of the DiRributors ; thofe two books will contain the whole of the bufi- 
nefs done for the kingdom, and may prove a check on all parties. 

• 5thly, The Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, in their letter on the Rate of 
your office, having recommended an addition of Two InfpeCtors, His Excellency 
has taken the whole eRablifhment of InfpeCtors into his confideration ; and with a 
view to the more effectual Collection of this branch of Revenue, he has thought fit 
to direct, that Mr. D’Arcy Mahon, one of the prefent InfpeCtors, fhould have a 
falary of Three hundred Pounds per Annum, in lieu of his prefent falary and emolu- 
ments, with an allowance of One Guinea per day for travelling expences, during the 
periods he fhall be on aCtual fervice, not exceeding, in the whole, Five hundred 
Pounds per Annum. His Excellency has thought fit to direCt, that Mr. Thomas 
Irwin, another of the prefent InfpeCtors, fhould receive a falary of Two hundred 
Pounds per Annum, in lieu of his prefent falary and allowances, with an allowance 
of One Guinea per day for travelling expences as aforefaid, not exceeding, in the 
whole, Four hundred Pounds per Annum. And His Excellency has directed, that 
Two additional InfpeCtors, recommended by their Lordlhips, be appointed, with 
a falary of One hundred Pounds per Annum to each, with the allowance of One 
Guinea per day for travelling expences, not exceeding in the whole, to each, Three 
hundred Pounds per Annum. 

It is His Excellency’s pleafure, that you fhould require proper Certificates, that 
each of the faid InfpeCtors have been actually on fervice for the number of days 
in refpeCt of which he is to be paid ; and that they fhall make quarterly Reports to 
your Board of their proceedings during the time of their being out on fervice, 
and that Copies of thofe Reports fhall be forwarded to me, for the information of 
His Excellency. 

6thly, The mode at prefent, and heretofore followed, of remitting the Stamp 
Duties, by DiRributors making their payments to Revenue Collectors, mu ft Rill 
be followed till fuch time as the diflribution of Ramped goods for the country 
is placed in the hands of men of character, property, and refpeCtability ; for, from 
the Reports of your InfpeCtors, as mentioned in the letter of the Lords Commif- 
fioners of the Treafury, it appears that men, not poffeffing any property, have been 
frequently admitted to be DiRributors, and that fureties have been perfons in fimilar 
fituations, by which means, and by fuffering large Arrears to remain in the hands 
of the DiRributors, this branch of Revenue has fu Rained confiderable lofs. 

7thly. When rewards are neceflary for extraordinary trouble or exertion in the 
execution of duty, His Excellency defires that the fervices performed may be 
laid before him ; and, if it appears by your Statement that the Officers, &c. delerve 
what you recommend, His Excellency will caufe directions to be iliued to you for 
payment. 

8thly, Your Board having Rated, in its letter of the 17th inft. that, “ You 
“ hope to be excufed in fubmitting the many advantages that would arife from a 
u feleft choice of perfons to fill the office of Diftributor, and alfo that no perfon 
rc ffiould be appointed to the inferior fituations in the office without being pro- 
“ perly qualified ;” 

2- Tt His 
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His Excellency has directed me to exp refs his furprife at fuch a Statement, and 
defires, in future, that lo loon as a perfon is appointed to any fituation in your 
'Department, and appears not qualified -to perform the duty required from him, 
that you do immediately report the incapacity of the perfon to me for His Excel- 
lency’s information. 

pthly. As His Excellency is defirous -to place the Officers at the head office ia 
.that fituation, with regard to Hilary, which may at all times prove- a flimulative to 
their exertion in the execution of their duty ; I have it -in command, to require 
you to lay before Mis Excellency a Statement of fuch Salaries as you may think 
will be adequate to the fervices performed by each, in order that the allowance for 
-extra duty may ceafe. 

iotlily, With regard to difcontinuing 'the charge againft the office in their Ac- 
counts of what you confider as obfolete and defperate debts, of which you mention 
■there is no probability of ever recovering any part (fuch as Ioffes that Diftribu- 
tors have fuftained by the late rebellion, by fire, and other accidents, the robbery 
of the Receiver General’s office, and Dublin Diftributor’s office.) thefe are lubjedts 
that will require your fpecial Report upon each, in order that His Excellency may 
-have fuch incontrovertible proofs laid before Him, as will enable Him, with 
• due regard to the management of -His Majefty’s Revenues, -to give the neceffary 
- directions. 

His Excellency is convinced, that the greateft attention on your part is neceffary 
•for carrying the foregoing regulations into effedt, and this, he conceives, cannot be 
done effedtually, without the daily attendance of a Board, as now oblerved in the 
Cuftoms and Excife; and His Excellency is pleafed to diredt, that a Return fhould 
be made weekly to me, for His Excellency’s information, naming the Commif- 
fioner’s in attendance, -in the fame manner as is praetifed by the two before-men- 
tioned Boards. 

The Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury having further recommended, iff, That 
particular attention fhould be paid to the Balance and Stock in hands of each or 
the Diftributors, prior to the fending them frelh confignments. adly, lhat ^each 
Diftributor fhould fend quarterly and annual Accounts to the Comptroller s of- 
fice, to enable him, when called on, to furnifh luch Accounts as may be 
required. 3dly, That the greateft exertion be made to prevent the extenlive 
frauds that are committed by the Hatters evading the Duty. 4thly, I hat the In- 
spectors, in the profecutions which they may have occafion to carry on againft any 
perfon for violation of the Laws! may be duly fupported. 5-thly-, lhat the Solicitor 
fhould be immediately directed to fue the fever-a-1 Diftributors that have been dif- 
miffed, and their fureties, and alfo the fureties of deceafed Diftributors, for the Ba- 
lances that appear to be due by each. 6thly, That the Infpectors Reports, rela- 
tive to Diftributors or their fureties dying, may, upon all occafions, be immediately 
attended to, and that Infpections be frequently made, ythly. That particular 
attention be paid to the Reports of your Infpectors, with regard to the Printers 
who publifh without Licenfe, and without fecurity being pafled^by them. 

I have it further in command to acquaint you, that it is His Excellency’s defire, 
you fhould forthwith carry into effect the feveral foregoing recommendations of the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury ; and alfo that you dire 61 an immediate revi- 
sion of the fureties of Diftributors to be made, and new bonds taken for a Sum 
adequate -to -the value of the ftamped Articles ufually entrufted to each .; and fuch 
revifion to be reported on every vifit of an Infpe6lor, that fo the death or infolvenoy 
of any may be remedied by requiring new fureties. 

And the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury in their letter of the ayth inftant, 
having reprefen ted, to His Excellency, xft. That forged Stamps are -vended in the 
city and country. 

adly, That forged Stamps and Dies have been brought to your office by Majors 
Sirr and Swan; and that fuch information has alfo been fent to you as would lead 



to a detection of the parties concerned in fuch illicit ;pra6t ices. 

3dly v That Stamps have been granted to perfons .in the City of Dublin -for the 
purpofe of retailing them, who prove to be .improper perfons. for that truft. 

4thly. That Stampers, working in the Stamping Room, are ..admitted to retail 
• Stamps.

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It is therefore HisExcellency ? s defire, that directions may be forthwith iffued to 
V our Infpedtors, to examine (fo far as the Law will admitjthe flock in the fhops of 
the feveral venders of flamped goods in Dublin. 

And alfo that you do report to me, for the information of His Excellency, the 
Proceedings that you have taken in confequence of the information that was fent to 
you for the detection of the parties concerned in thefe forgeries. 

His Excellency further defires, that you will give attention to the charader of 
•thofe'who may apply in future for Stamps to vend in the City, that their number 
-fhould be -limited to fifteen, or fuch other number as you may report to be proper ; 
-that thofe perfons Ihould be refident in fuch parts of the city as may appear moft 
convenient for the Public ; and that you will not admit any perfon in employment 
under your Board, in the cuftody or preparation of Stamps, to vend the fame. 

Upon the whole matter, ' His Excellency, after taking into cenfideration thefe 
feveral reprefentations, together with the contents of your letter to me, dated the 
29th inftant, in which -you particularly Rate that you are preparing fuch a Statement 
as may enable His Excellency to form an opinion of the number of new diftrids 
neceftary- to be appointed in different parts of the country, thinks it unneceffary to 
give*you any further directions at prefent for the better Colledion of the .Duties 
arifing from Stamps ; but he cannot help obferving, that to remedy the evils that 
have happened in the management of this branch of the -Revenue, it will require 
from you the greateft exertion, and a conftant attention to the regulation of the 
feveral check offices in Dublin, and to the condud of the different Officers in the 
country. 

His Excellency will take an early opportunity of confidering the means by which 
the Bufinefs of your Department maybe accommodated with more fpacious offices ^ 
but it is His Excellency’s pleafure, that in the mean time you Ihould report to me, 
for His information, the weekly proceedings of your Board for carrying into effed the 
feveTal meafures to which he has thought it neceffary at this time to dired your par- 
ticular attention.

WE the Commiffioners for managing His Majefty’s Stamp Duties, in obedience to 
His Excellency’s commands, fignified to us in your letter of the 9th inftant, that we 
fhould prepare, without delay, a Statement of fuch meafures as we have topropofe 
for the better Collection and Management of the Stamp Duties; and having, pur- 
fuant to fuch commands, affembled and fat from day to day, beg to report to His 
Excellency. 

But previous to any efficient Regulations being recommended, which may embrace 
the whole of the Stamp Department, we humby beg leave to repeat what we have fo 
often fuggefted to Government, that it is abfolutely neceffary to give us a new and 
adequate Office, and that the Salaries of the Officers on the prefent eftabliffiment 
ffiouid be raifed ; until that is done, it is ufelefs to propofe Regulations, which, fitu- 
ated as the office now is, cannot be carried into immediate eified ; we (ball therefore 
now confine our reprefentatioiis to fuch meafures as, under the exiting circumftances, 
may be adopted. 

The firft objed that demands our attention is the Comptroller’s office ; in its 
prefent Rate, the great increafe of the Stamp Revenue renders it extremely necef- 
fary that the checks upon receipts and payments ffiouid be as efFedual as poffible, 
and the Accounts kept with a degree of clearnefs that may enable that Department to 
furniffi, in the moll expeditious manner, corred Returns, with the particulars of each, 
whenever demanded ; and as it appears to us, thatthofe Returns ffiouid be made by 
fome perfon in a more refponfible fituation than that of firft Clerk in the office, we 
propofe, with all fubmiffion, that a Deputy Comptroller be appointed, with fuch a 
fidary as His Excellency may think proper. And as Mr. Mullock, at prefent firft 
Clerk in the Comptroller’s office, has always conduded himfelf with diligence and 
ability, we wiffi to recommend him for the fituation. 

We alfo propofe that a Regifter of ftamping Warrants ffiouid be appointed, whofe 
duty ffiouid be to keep an Account of all Warrants iffued by the Receiver General, 

to 
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to be compared every day with the Comptroller’s book, which will be an additional 
guard againft irregularity or the poflibility of fraud. 

The Solicitor’s department particularly demands the immediate attention of 
Government ; but as you feemed to be fully aware of the neceflity of placing his 
office on an entire new footing, when laft we had the honour of conferring with you, 
we prefume we need not make any particular Statement now on that head office, 
the duties of which confift in the general infpettion of what. is done by others, and 
where the Salaries given to the chief, are in confequence of great pecuniary refpon.fi- 
bility, may not fo much require the conftant attendance of the principals ; but this 
cannot apply to the Teller of Stamps, whofe bufinefs is done by one of the Stampers ; 
and we beg to recommend, that the prefen t Teller of Stamps, Sir George Maffey, who is 
far advanced in years, may be otherwife provided for ; and that Mr. Halpin, who has 
executed the duty ever frnce the eftablifhment of the office, may be appointed to that 
fituation. 

In a bufinefs conducted on fo extenfive a fcale, and which requires the agency 
of fuch a number of Diftributors, it mud be expected that in fiances will occur of 
feme of them being irregular in their Returns.; but we have judged that the 
practice of withholding Stamps, even when remittances are not properly made 
by the Diftributors, is injurious to the Revenue, as well as inconvenient to the 
Public ; and we beg to allure His Excellency, that we have attentively con- 
frdered the Regulations neceffary to be adopted, in regard to the Diftributors, 
in order to prevent, as much as poffible, the accumulations of Arrears in their hands, 
and of their having more flock than is neceflary for the fupply of their diftridtj 
and alfo to endeavour, as much as poffible, to prevent thole evafions and violations of 
the Law, which we have reafon to believe exifts, and is praftifed in every part 
•of the kingdom ; and in order more effectually to attain this, it appears to us, 
that our InfpeCtors of Diftributors fhould be armed with ftronger powers; their 
duty fhould extend to watch over and enforce the Collection of the whole Stamp 
Revenue throughout the country; and to aft with effedt, they fhould have 
fimilar powers to thofe of the Surveyors General of Excife, in the Revenue 
Department. By' a judicious ufe of thofe Officers the Board hope to be 
able to deteCt and punifli frauds, and to oblige the Diftributors to be more 
regular for the future; full and ample inftructions on thofe and feveral other points, 
are prepared to be given to the Infpectors, and we have reafon to fuppofe; that 
they will be properly . attended to. • 

We wifh to point the attention of Government to the mode at prefent adopted, 
of remitting the Stamp Duties collected in die country ; the Money fo received 
by our Diftributors of Stamps is .paid to the different Collectors of Excife, Officers 
over whom we have no authority ; we ftatc this as an arrangement productive of 
confufion, though we do not feel ourfelves competent at prefent to propofe any 
remedy. 

It feems to us highly expedient, that an additional Officer fhould be appointed 
to be employed by the Board; emergency on the death or fufpenfion of a Diftributor, 
he might be fent to take immediate pofleffion of the flock, and perform the 
duties of a Diftributor, until the vacancy fhall be filled up by Government; 
fuch Officers, when not fo employed, fhould be in conftant attendance to receive 
fuch orders, and perform fuch other bufinefs, as the Board might direct for the 
general benefit of the Revenue. 

With deference we beg leave to fuggeft, that the Board might be intruded 
(as is the practice in England) with the power of granting rewards for extraor- 
dinary trouble, which cannot be forefeen, under the controul of the Lords of the 
Treafury. 

As His Excellency’s letter leads us to enquire what further improvements 
may be made in the General Plan of the management of our office, we hope to be 
excufed in fubmitting the many advantages that would arife from a felect choice 
of perfons to fill the office of Diftributor ; and alfo, that no perfon fhould be 
appointed to the junior fituations of the office, without being properly qualified. 
We mention this, as Officers have been appointed, whofe abilities were not equal 
to the duties required of . them; and as Stampers, the moft laborious fituation 
in the Office, who, from age and infirmity, have been totally unfit for the 
flat ion. 

2 . Y y The 
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The Board would wifh to make a ftrong reprefentation’ of the extra work, 
which they have always endeavoured to limit as much as poffible;. but they are 
fenfible that, until a new office is granted, and the Salaries, of the Officers em- 
ployed are raifed, it will be impoffible to avoid its being continued ; it is now by 
long ufage become a neceffary part of the office fcheme, and is arranged in the 
bell manner that circumftances will admit to anfwer the Public Service. 

And laftly, we humbly beg leave to fuggeft, that it would be very definable, if all 
obfolete and defperate Debts, of which there is no probability of recovering any 
part, fhould be removed from the Accounts of this office; and we alfo beg to 
mention, that feveral Diftributors have fuftained Ioffes by the rebellion, by fire, 
and other accidents, which they claim to be. allowed credit. The head office has, 
in two inflances, been broken open, and money, to a confiderab'e amount, taken 
from the Dublin Diftributors and the Receiver General. All thefe circumftances, 
as they occurred, were reprefented by us to Government ; but we never had been 
favoured with any anfwer on' the fubject ; where fuch Ioffes, verified by affidavit, 
have been fuftained, which no prudence couid forefee, and no precaution guard 
againft, it appears hard that the individual fhould fuffer, when no inattention, 
neglect, or improper conduct can be attributed to him. 

Thefe ideas we beg to fubmit to His Excellency’s confident ion, as what appears 
to us molt immediately deferring: the attention of Government; whenever a 
proper office is given, other Regulations will be fuggefted,. to detail which, at 
prelent, we deem unneceffary, but will be ready to do lo whenever that event takes 
place.

Sir, 

We had the honour of receiving your letter of the 1 6th, with a reprefentation 
from the Lords of the Treafury to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, on feveral 
Returns and Accounts furnifhed their Lordfhips from this office, on which they 
make fuch obfervations as appears to them rrToft neceffary for His Excellency’s 
information. 



And as you have been pleafed to require our opinion thereon, we beg leave to 
offer fuch remarks as . are fuggefted to us by an attentive confideration of their 
Lordfhips Report. 

Their Lordfhips remark, that many fums, at prefent loft to the Revenue, might 
have been recovered, had the Solicitor proceeded againft difmiffed and decealed 
Diftributors, and their fureties ; to which we beg leave to anfwer, that the moft 
peremptory Orders, in all thofe inflances, were iffued to the Solicitor to proceed 
againft fuch defaulters. 

That they have not been complied with, we muft entirely attribute to the ina- 
dequate manner in which the Solicitor was paid. 

Their Lordfhips alfo remark on the gradual increafe of Arrear, as appears- by 
the quantity of flock in hands at the time of the receipt of each new confign- 
nient. The increafe of the quantity of flock in hands of the feveral Diftributors, 
is accounted for by a variety of new Stamp Duties, impofed principally within the 
laft two years, of which it was not eafy to proportion the exaeft quantity neceffary 
for each Diftributor to be fupplied with. We are aware, however, that too great 
a quantity of flock has been fuffered to accumulate in the hands of Diftributors, 
and we are taking effectual fleps to reduce it. 

Their Lordfhips alfo remark, that it appears, that the Diftributors receive con- 
signments of Stamps, without any Account at the time rendered by them or exifting 
in the office, to fhew the Amount of the flock on hands, or the Arrears of Money 
due by them ; although no Accounts is given by a Diftributor of the total amount 
of his flock at the time of making a new demand, yet, in the fame printed form 
he u fed for making his demand, he is required, and does make, a Return of the. 

number 
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number of every defcription of Stamps he has remaining, of which he demands a 
frefh fupply. 

If the weekly and monthly Returns required from the DiRributor be corre&Iy 
furnifhed by them, the prefent Regulations are fufficient to enable the Comptroller 
at any time to know with- accuracy the exaft Rate of their Accounts, both as 
to Rock on hands, and Cafh Balances. It has been the practice of the Board, 
adopted from the neceffity of the meafure, to withhold Stamps for fome weeks 
prior to the 25th of March in each year, in order that all Balances maybe accu- 
rately Rated to that day; and as every DiRributor is informed of it, they have 
full time previoufly to demand fuch a fupply as may prevent any inconvenience to 
the Public, or expofe the Revenue to any diminution of the confumption of 
■Stamps. 

As the Accountant General has reported, that the neceffary Returns were not 
furniRied him from this Office, we referred his Statement to the Comptroller, and 
we beg leave to enclofe his Report on that fubjed ; and alfo to report, that had any 
req.uilltion for Returns come from the Accountant General, they fhould have been 
immediately complied with. As no notice of the kind was ever given to the Board, 
we could not fuppofe that any interruption had taken place in the Returns ufually 
made from the office. The Accounts for the laR four years, required by the 
Accountant General, have been furnifhed by him. 

Their Lordfhips notice how much the Hat Duty of this year has fallen fhort 
of what it produced laR year; for this diminution we cannot account, and mufl 
join with their Lordfhips in obferv.ing,. that there is every appearance of exceffive 
fraud on the part of the Hatters. 

The Ad of Parliament allows Difcount to any Hatter who pays for Stamps at 
any one time to the amount of Ten Pounds or upwards, without requiring that the 
Stamps fo purchafed are for his particular ufe or benefit. It 1 is impoffible to keep 
•any Account at the head office of the number of Stamps ufed or even purchafed 
■by each individual, as it is the conRant pradice of feveral of them to join in 
taking out the quantity requifite to entitle them to the Difcount, which, being 
taken out in the name of one,, renders enquiry impracticable; neither can there 
be any judgment formed of the number of Hat Stamps ufed in any particular dif- 
trid from the Return of the DiRributor, as many of the principal Hatters get their 
Stamps and Licenfes in Dublin. The DiRributors are required to furnifh Returns 
of the number of Hat Stamps fold by them; when- this is done, an accurate Re- 
turn can be furnifhed of the number of Hat Stamps ufed in the- Kingdom, but no 
account can be given of the names of the Hatters who have purchafed them, or 
the number taken by any one individual. 

We alfo know that the Duty on Game Licenfes has been evaded, as- that 1 branch 
of the Revenue has fallen far fhort of what it ought to produce ; but with all fub- 
miffion, we beg leave to Rate, that no want of attention can be attributed: to us 
in not exerting the powers given by Law, or not calling out the exertions of our 
Officers. We do not conceive that the Law veffis any particular authority with us, 
as it gives the power of profecution to any perfon who choofes to undertake it ; 
and.confiituted as our Infpedors are, we did not conceive ourfelves empowered to 
make that any part of our inRrudions; but although they were not pofitively 
ordered, yet. they were given to underRand, both by private communication and 
afterwards by letter, that if they would undertake the bufinefs, they would meet 
every fupport from the Board. 

Government are in pofleffion of what was confequently done, and of the diffi- 
culties thrown in their way, which induced us to requefl, that fuch additional 
powers fhould be granted them, as would put a Rop to the interference or im- 
proper conduCt of any perfons who might wifh to continue the abufe. To fhew 
the good effect of what lias- been already done, we can Rate, that tiie number of 
Game Licenfes taken out in the cities of Dublin and Cork, from the 25th of 
March laR,. to the iR of October, exceeds, by one-third, the number taken out 
laR year. 

In the inRancesof Bettfon and Faucett, we beg to obferve, that the Solicitorwas 
directed to proceed againR Bettfon, and that he thinks a confiderable part of his 
Arrear may be recovered. 

In 
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In the indance of Faucett, Didributor of Sligo, we mud freely acknowledge, 
that a degree of indulgence has been fhewn which we cannot altogether judify ; but 
we beg to be allowed to fay, that it was in confequence of the interference of one 
of the mod refpeCtable gentlemen in this kingdom, who frequently came to the 
Board, and affured them, that if time was allowed, meafures would be taken to. 
pay off the Arrear ; fuch influence has alfo been frequently exerted with Govern- 
ment, and has rendered ineffectual the dcps taken for the recovery of Arrears ; in 
evidence of which we can date the cafe of the late Lord Mayo, for, in the year 
1790, a report was made by the Solicitor, that he had obtained judgment againd 
Lord Mayo, and his fureties, but had not proceeded, having been fo directed by 
the Attorney General, the regulations about to be adopted with refpeCt to the Soli- 
citor, will, we hope, in a little time, effectually prevent the abufes reported by 
the Infpectors ; that they found Printers publifhing without Licenfes, and on paper 
without Stamps. The circumdances of Mr. Graham, having aided as Diftributor' 
fo long without authority, happened thus : On the death ot Mr. Whitelaw, Dif- 
tributor of Leitrim, as there was no perfo.n unemployed .in the office to whom the 
Commiffioners could confide the Stamps, Mr. Graham, who aided as his Sub-dif- 
tributor, was fuffered to keep poffeffion of the dock he had on hands, until a 
fucceffor Ihould be appointed. For the fpace of two years, though .feveral were 
appointed by Government, not one could be found who would give fecurity, and 
take out the commiffion, and as Mr. Graham was regular in his returns and pay- 
ments, fmall fupplies were occafionally fent him, that the Public might not fuffer; 
this was reported to Government at the time. On the fubjeid of the Arrear due by 
the Printers of Clonmell, reported to the Board by Mr. Mahon, their Lordfliips are 
pleafed to infer, that the Commiffioners did not pay that attention to the Reports 
of their Infpedors, which they ought to have done ; but we beg leave to fay, that 
in this, and in every indance, the Solicitor was direided to proceed. The late Dif- 
tributor of Clonmell was, for a confiderable time, in fuch a date of mental derange- 
ment, as prevented him from paying any attention to his duty. Upon the ap- 
pointment of a new r Didributor, he was pofitively directed to demand fecurity 
from the Printers of the Clonmell Paper, and upon their neglecting to do fo, had 
Orders not to furnilh them with any more Stamps, in confequence the Paper has 
been difcontinued. 

As the different county Didributors have been directed to make a Return of the 
Number and Places of Abode of the Sub-didributors they employ, when that is done, 
we (hall make fuch a Statement as may enable His Excellency to form an opinion 
of the new Didributors neceffary to be appointed. The attention of Government, 
in giving an additional InfpeCtor, and placing that Officer in a more efficient fixa- 
tion, will, we trud, in a fhort time, prevent thofe failures and irregularities hitherto 
committed. 

The general Order to the Didributors, is to fend up weekly and monthly Returns 
to the head office of their payments to the Collectors, together with his receipt ; 
but in many indances the fales are too trifling, and their place of abode fo difiant 
from the Collector, that it has been hitherto found impracticable to enforce univer- 
fally a AriCt compliance, particularly as to the weekly Returns ; and we humbly beg 
leave to date, that though we do not wifh by any means to interfere with the general 
principle, the neceffity and judnefs of which we fully agree to, yet, that ufing a 
difcretionary power in not endeavouring to enforce what we know cannot be complied 
with, would better anfwer the purpofe of the Revenue. We are of opinion, that 
every Didributor, however fmall his receipts, Ihould be obliged to pay to the 
Collector within the. month; and that, whenever it is omitted, an InfpeCtor Ihould. 
be fent to examine into the caufe of his negleCt. 

It has been fuggeded, that the Didributors Ihould make more frequent returns 
of their dock; but we have great doubts whether any ufeful purpofe would be 
anfwered by it. We have already dated, that the prefent Regulations of Officers are 
fufficient to enable the Check Officer always to know the exaCt date of their 
Accounts, if their returns are correCt. To enforce that correCtnefs, as much as 
poffible, is our great objeCt, which can only be done by frequent infpeCtions. The 
principle laid down is, that no Didributor Ihould be fuffered to have a larger quan- 
tity of Stock than is neceffary; this fuppofes that he mud make frequent demands 
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for frefli fupplies ; and from the difficulty of finding fafe modes of conveyance to the 
diftant parts of the kingdom, confignments of Stamps are frequently three weeks 
or a month before they reach their deftination. Were the Distributors obliged to 
make frequent returns, their fupplies would not be included in them until they 
aftually arrived ; fo that their Accounts would never agree either with the Check 
Officer or Warehouse keeper ; and the fame difficulty which occurs now in with- 
holding Stamps from them for a fhort period, only once a year, would then fre- 
quently happen, to the great inconvenience of the Public and lofs to the Revenue, 
agreeably to their Lordfhips fuggedions. Books are at prefent preparing to be fent 
to the different Diftributors, fo "formed as will enable them to keep their Accounts,, 
in future, in the mod regular and uniform manner. _ 

The Infpeftors will be in drafted to make an immediate revifion of the fecunties 
of the different Didributors, which we think, in mod indances, ought to be increafed 
in proportion to their fales, and to the quantity of dock neceffary to be intruded to 
each, fuch revifion to be reported in every vifit of the Infpeftors. 

If His Excellency would be pleafed to direft an infpeftion of the houfes we at 
prefent occupy, and compare the accommodation they fupply with what we con- 
ceive neceffary, and which is fully detailed in the Paper marked Letter A. by their 
Lorddiips, He will perceive how very inadequate our prefent fituat ion is for carry- 
ing on the Bufinefs of the Stamp Department ; and alfo the neceffity of paying im- 
mediate attention to the reprefentation we have fo frequently made to Government 
on this fubjeft. . . _ „ . 

In the Report we had the honour of fubmittmg to His Excellency, we have anti- 
cipated many obfervations, which otherwife it might be neceffary now to offer on 
what their Lordfhips have fuggeded, relative to the neceffity of rendering Check 
Officers more efficient, and of employing the Infpeftors with more effeft ; as you 
were pleafed to require our opinion, we have given it with freedom on the regula- 
tions and meafures propofed by their Lordfhips ; and when we have taken the liberty 
to differ from what they fugged as neceffary, have affigned the reafons by which we 
were actuated ; and we (hall now only beg leave to remark, that the attention and 
attendance of the Commiffioners have always been fully adequate to the Bufinefs of 
their Department. In evidence of which, if neceffary, we beg to refer to the 

Minutes. , 0 .

We had the honour of receiving your letter of the 3 id of October, mentioning 
that His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, having taken our letter of the 17th of 
October into his confideration, as alfo a letter from the Lords Commiffioners of the 
Treafury of the 13th, had been pleafed to direct, that the different Regulations 
detailed in your letter fhould be carried by us into immediate effect. 

And that it was His Excellency’s pleafure, that we fhould report to you, for Ills 
information, the weekly proceedings of our Board, relative to the feveral meafures 
to which he has thought it neceffary at this time to direct our particular atten- 
tion ; and, in obedience to His Excellency's commands, we humbly beg leave to 

report, . ,011 

id, That Orders have been iffued to the Receiver General and Comptroller, 
when the bufinefs of each day is over, to compare their feveral books wherein the 
daily Warrants are entered, in order that each fpecific Duty may be immediately 
checked ; on their agreeing, the Receiver General’s book is to be figned by the 
Comptroller, and the Comptroller’s book by the Receiver General, which will be 
an authentic document of the receipt of that day. 

2 , Z z *nd.ly, 
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andly, A letter has been written to the Comptroller, peremptorily requiring his 
perfonal attendance to take charge of the duties of his office. We have figned 
and lent up, for His Excellency’s, approbation, a commiffion appointing Mr. 
Mulock, at prefect Firfl: Clerk in the Comptroller’s office, to be Deputy Comp- 
troller ; and as His Excellency has directed that the next Clerk in rotation fhould 
fucceed him, and alfo, that we Ihould affign to the junior Clerks an increafe of 
Salary, provided thefe Clerks were reported to you capable of performing their 
feveral Duties, we have referred the queftion of their capability to the Firfl: Clerk, 
who alone is competent to decide upon it, and we beg leave to enclofe his 
Report. 

3dly, The Solicitor has been informed, that, in lieu of the falary of £. ioo. per 
annum, paid him for carrying on Law proceedings, that his bills of cofts incurred 
in any profecutions undertaken under our diredtions, Ihould, on being firfl: duly 
taxed, be paid him, and has got the fullefl: diredtions immediately to proceed 
againft all defaulters, as he is now placed in fuch a fituation as will enable him to 
do his duty with effedt. 

4thly, We have figned Mr. Halpin’s commiffion, as Teller of Stamps, and fent it 
up for His Excellency’s approbation. His Excellency has been pleafed to diredt 
that two books fhould be kept by the Teller of Stamps ; in one of which the goods 
taken out of the head office are to be entered ; and in the other are to be entered 
all flamped goods that are for the ufe of the Diftributors ; thefe two books to 
contain the whole of the bufinefs done for the kingdom, and to prove a check 
upon all parties. 

But we humbly beg leave to ftate to His Excellency, that the additional bufinefs 
of keeping fuch books is totally incompatible with the prefent duty of Teller of 
Stamps, the bufinefs in his Department has fo much increafed, as to be almoft 
more than equal for the ability of any one perfon to execute ; when the Stamp 
Duty on Bank Notes took place, Mr. Halpin reprefented that he could not, in 
addition to his other duty, find time to tell the Bank Notes, which, on its being 
examined into, he proved fo completely to the fatisfadtion of the Board, that 
the Commiffioners were under the neceffity of diredting, that the Supervifor 
(although it is inconfiftent with his office) ftiould undertake that duty, which he 
has executed ever fince ; the Teller of Stamps keeps all the Stamping Warrants. 

5thly, The Regulations, relative to the Infpedtor of Diftributors, have been carried 
into effedt, as far as relates to the Board. They are now on their tour with full 
inftrudtions ; Certificates have always been required of them, as to the number of 
days that they have been on adtual fervice, and they are directed to make quarterly 
Reports of their proceedings, Copies of which, when made, we fliall have the honour 
of fubmitting to you. 

6 thly, We beg leave to reprefent, that we are not by any means refj^onfible, if 
improper perfons, or men not poffeffed of fufficient property, have been ap- 
pointed Diftributors, as the Order of Government, for their appointment, has 
always been peremptory ; and as to the fufficiency of fureties propofed, we muft 
always rely on the Report of our Clerk of the Securities, to whom fuch confiderations 
are always referred. 

ythly, The different Diftributors, who have claimed to be allowed for Ioffes 
fuftained by various accidents, have been diredted again fpecially to report on the 
fame, accompanied with proper affidavits ; and the Solicitor has been diredted to 
report on fuch Debts as are defperate, and of which he does not think any part re- 
coverable; when thefe feveral Returns are made, we fhall have the honour of fubmit- 
ting them to you, for His Excellency’s confideration. 

8 thly, We are taking the fpeedieft and mofl: effedtual fteps, to carry into imme- 
diate effedt the feveral Regulations recommended by the Lords Commiffioners of 
the Treafury, mofl: of which, we beg to be allowed to fay, we had, in a great degree, 
anticipated; and we have given diredtions, that a general revifion be made, as 
foon as poffible, of the fureties of the feveral Diftributors; but this will require 
fome time, as it cannot well be done until a general Report of the Infpedtors can 
enable us to afeertain the adtual amount of flock neceffary to be left in the 
hands of the different Diftributors, for the proper fupply of their Diftridts ; we 
can then determine the amount of additional fecurity neceffary to be demanded from 
each, 

9 thly, 
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Jthly, The Lords Commifiioners of tile Treafury having further reprefented to 

His Excellency, iff, . , . , ,, t , , 

That forged Stamps are vended in the city and country; indly, ihat forged 
Stamps have been brought to the Stamp Office by Major Sirr and Swan, and that 
information had been given, fucli as might lead to detefiion ; jdly, That Stamps, 
for the purpofe of retailing, have been granted to perfons in the City of Dublin, 
who were improper for that truft ; 4thiy, That Stampers employed in the Stamping 
Room, are admitted to retail Stamps : 

We beg to remark, that we are well aware that numbers of forged otamps arc 
vended in this kingdom. That though we have fometimes been enabled to pro- 
fecute to conviction, yet the great difficulty of procuring fufficient evidence, with 
other circumftances, has generally defeated all attempts of that nature; with refpeCt 
to the forged Stamps and Dies, brought to the office by Major Swan, on the 9 th 
of September 1800, he was immediately referred to the Solicitor, his proceedings 
on that and every other cafe of the fame nature, which has lately occurred, fhall be 
immediately forwarded for His Excellency s inrormation. . , 

His Excellency directs, that Orders be iflued to our InfpeCtors, to examine, as 
far as the cafe will admit, the flock in the fhops of the feveral venders of Ramped 
goods in Dublin; but with all due deference, we conceive that our InfpeCtors are 
not empowered, by any authority they -can derive from our Board, to make fuch 
an examination, as fuch perfons might refufe them ad million, and are not bound 
to fubmit their flock to any infpeCtion. The Stamp ACt is imperative on the 
Commiffioners to allow 3 per cent, to every perfon who fhall bring Vellum, Parch- 
ment, or Paper, to the head office to be Ramped, the Duty whereof amounts to 
£. 20. or upwards, if he fwears that fuch Stamps are for his ufe and benefit, nor 
have the Commiffioners any power of refufing Stamps, to any perfon, who has 
taken fuch Affidavit purfuant to the ACl. We are convinced of the neceffity of 
limiting the number, which perhaps would not confiffi of more than fifteen ; at 
prefent there are 33 retailers of Stamps in Dublin, who take out difcount War- 
rants, befides numberlefs others, who fell Stamps, as a common article of retail, 

of thefe we have no means of afcertaining the number. 

On enquiry, we have found that the families of two of -the Stampers retail 
Stamps; one only has taken the Affidavit. They have been directed to diicontinue 
this practice, as foon as their Rock, which they reprefent as fmall, is difpofed of; 
and an order has been given, that no perfons employed in the cuRody or pre- 
paration of Stamps, are, for the future, on any account, to vend the fame. 

1 othly, We enclofe areturnof the different Diftributors throughout the kingdom; 
alfo (hewing the number of Sub-diftributors they employ, and the towns wheie 
they refide ; by which His Excellency will perceive how the country is fupplied, and 
can form an opinion as to the neceffity of new appointments; and here we beg 
leave to fay, that it has always been our objeCt to limit (as much as is confident 
with the great objeCl of fupplying the country) the number of DiRributors, haying 
-invariably experienced the difficulty of obliging th'ofe, whofe profits were trifling, 
■to be regular in their returns, which has occafioned not only a great degree of con- 
fufion in the Office Accounts, but alfo a confiderable lots to the Revenue. In 
fome countries the DiRributors are Rill on the original falary of £.50. a year, and 
as it can be no great objeCl to fuch DiRributors to extend their Sales, the Public 
are, of courfe, very ill fupplied in their diRriCls. 

nthly. As His Excellency has been gracioufly pleafed to figmfy to us his 
intention of increafing the Salaries of the Officers at the head office, and has 
required of us to lay before, him a Statement of fuch ^ a i aries 33 think may be 
adequate to the fervices performed by each, in order that the allowances for extra 
duty may ceafe, we hope we may be allowed to fuggeR, that if the Officers here 
were placed on the fame eRabliffiment with their brothers in England, it would 
at all times prove a Rimulation to their exertions in the execution Oi their 
duty. _ 

We humbly hope that the above Ratement will {hew, that, we have not been 
inattentive to the important branch of the Revenue committed to our cam ; 
limited and defective as our Powers have heretofore been, we did not feel ounelves 

competent 
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competent to thofe meafures of coercion, which, from the attention of His Ex- 
cellency to this Department, we are now able to adopt ; fome very neceffary regu- 
lations, and improvements muft be the work of a little time, but we hope we are 
in a fair train of rectifying the abufes which have crept into the Stamp Depart-, 
ment, and of eftablifhing it on a permanent fyftem for the future.

I am directed, by the Commiffioners, to fend, purfuant to directions of the Lords 
of the Treafury, 

An Account of the fecurities entered into by each Diftributor of Stamps; the 
Account, in detail, of the cafli on hands of the Collectors of Excife ; the Return of 
the Amount collected, and Stamps furnilhed to each individual Diftributor for 
the daft four years, diftinguilhing each year, have been already furnilhed. 

A Statement of the Proceedings that have been taken for recovering the Arrears, 
due by difmifled and deceafed Diftributors, with the Sums recovered, and the ex- 
pence attending the recovery of the fame, has not as yet been furniflred by our 
Solicitor; the length of time required to make out fuch Returns is the reafon why 
they have not been fooner furnilhed. 

In anfwer to their Lord (hips enquiry, whether the Commiffioners fee any ob- 
jection to the Diftributors being ordered to furnifh their Accounts monthly or 
quarterly, inftead of annually, I am directed, by the Commiflioners, to ftate, that 
in their opinion, it would be very difficult to be accomplilhed ; and, if ac- 
complifhed, would not anfwer any beneficial purpofe. From the mode in which 
the Diftributors are furnilhed with ftamped goods from this office, it neceffarily 
refults, that Stamps, to a confiderable amount, are always on the road, which would 
be charged to the Diftributor’s account by the Comptroller, the Diftributor would 
not acknowledge himfelf accountable for them, until he actually received them, 
by which a confiderable difference would appear in his and the Comptroller’s 
Account. This is obviated at prefent, as, for a confiderable time before the annual 
Accounts are made out,. no confignments are fent from this office. 

The Commiffioners think that the prefent Regulations, in regard to Diftributors, 
.and a conftant ufe of the InfpeCtors, who will be directed to enforce thole Re- 
gulations, and have them ftriCtly complied with, will prevent the accumulation of 
Arrear in future, and confiderably diminifh .that which now exifts.

My Lord, 

We perceive, from the nature of the Papers we have been called on to fubmit 
to your confideration, that the outftanding Balances in the hands of Diftributors 
have attracted your notice, and we are not furprifed at it, as we muft admit that 
they have grown to an unreafonable amount ; the Diftributors attempt to excufe 
themfelves, by alleging the difturbed ftate of the country for the laft two years; 
this, though we believe it might have been the cafe in a few inftances, we by no 
means admit as a fufficient excufe ; and finding that our peremptory directions 
to dole their Accounts, and difcharge their Balances, have not been complied 
with, and that every legal procefs has been generally ineffectual, we have adopted 
a more fummary mode of proceeding; our InfpeCtors are now ordered out, armed 
with .all the powers we can delegate to them, to enforce an immediate fe.ttlement, 
and, in cafe of noncompliance, to feize on all effeCts liable to our feizure, in which 
cafe we fhall immediately remove them, and apply to Government to appoint proper 
perfons in their room ; under thefe circumftances, we Ihould hope you would fufpend 
your opinions on this fubjeCt, till we can lay before you the refult of the ftrong and 
coercive mode now in execution, as we entertain fanguine expectations that it 
will produce the defired effeCt-. 

We have repeatedly reprefented to Government the impracticability of conduct- 
ing our bufinefs, nowfo greatly increafed, with propriety or regularity in the prefent 
wretched and inadequate office; and we can never fpeak upon this fubjeCt, without 
repeating our earneft folicitation, that the neceffary meafures may be taken to 
remedy this mifchieft

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We are of opinion, that our Solicitor is very inadequately paid for his trouble, and 
that he (liould be put upon the fame footing of payment as the Solicitors of other 
•Revenue Boards.

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With refped to the bonds of the Diftributors of Claremorris and Mayo, we have 
to {late,, that the Diftributor for Claremorris, and one of his fureties, have figned 
the bond, which has been lodged in the proper office; his other Surety, the Honour- 
able Denis Browne, by whole recommendation he was appointed Diftributor, has 
not yet figned, and in c6afequen.ee of his delay, the Diftributor has been written 
to, to propofe another furety. When the Diftributor for Mayo was appointed, 
the proper bond was fent as ufual to the .Collector of the diftridl, with a requeft 
from the Boarclf that he would fee it executed. We are informed that the bond 
was figned. but as, about that period, the Collector happened to be changed,, by 
fome accident the bond was mill aid, and could never be recovered, although 
repeated letters were written on the Subject. The Diftributor was dire died to pro- 
pofe new fureties, and after many delays, a letter, of which we have the honour 
to en.clo'fe a. copy (N° 11.) was received from him. The Board think that his 
requeft, contained therein, may, with fafety, be complied with, and they have every 
reafon to believe, that it will be fettled by the time he mentions. 

We beg leave to allure your Lordlhips, that our determination, as exprefied 
jn our letter of the 28th of. February laft, of enforcing an immediate fettlement 
and payment of the different Diftributors Balances within reafonable limits,, has 
been purfued with fteadinefs and perfeverance as far as lay within our power. The 
Diftributors have been informed, that if they did not immediately reduce their 
Cafli Balances, it would be confidered fuch a breach of their duty, that the Board, 
wquld immediately enforce their bonds of fecurity. The Infpedlors have been 
conftantly on duty, with Orders from the Board, whenever they find a Diftributor 
withholding payment, or in any other refpedl adling improperly, to report him, and 
if the exigency of the cafe llrould require it, with authority to feize upon his ftock. 
They have private Inftru&ions, however, not to proceed to extremity, without having, 
previously communicated with the Board ; but we think it neceffary again to repeat,, 
that we conceive that it will be impoffible for us, either effectually to enforce the 
payment of exifting Arrears, or to fecure the future receipt of the Stamp Revenue,, 
until our Solicitor is placed in fuch a Situation as will make it his intereft to do his 
duty, and consequently refponfible for the vigilant execution of fuch Orders as he 
may receive from us. . . 

And when your Lordlhips take into confideration that our InfpeCtors (two in 
number) mull vifit every county in the Kingdom, infpeCt and examine the 
Accounts of above Sixty Diftributors before a General Report can be made:,, 
we flatter ourfelves that you will not be furprifed, that a ftatement on that Subject 
for the prefent year, has not been fubmitted to your Lordlhips. 

We conftantly receive Reports, during their progefs, from our InfpeCtors, who 
are ftill on duty. We conceive that partial ftatements would not be Satisfactory; 
confiderable Arrears have been a&ually paid, or put in a proper courfe of payment;, 
and we only delay our Report until thofe tranfaCtions are finally clofed, when we 
expeft to be enabled to make a full and fatisfaCtory representation.

I am diredted by the Commiffioners for managing His Majefty’s Stamp Duties, 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3d Auguft, intimating, that you 
were commanded, by the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, to obferve the pro 
duce of the Tax upon Hats has fallen very fliort of what might have been expedted -, 
and that, as their Lordftups apprehended that this is owing to fomething defective 
in the mode of colledting, they defire that fuch meafures may be fuggefted as the 
Commiffioners of Stamps deem neceflary to be adopted, in order to render that Tax 
more effectual. 

In obedience to their Lordftups commands, I am diredted to ftate, that the Com- 
miffioners, fenfible that the produce of that Tax fell very fhort of what it ought to 
have produced, had laft year frequent communications, both with Mr. Abbot and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer on that fubjedt; that they then recommended that 
the heavy penalty lhould be laid upon the Vender and not upon the Purchafer ; and 
that, in confequence, a claufe was drawn up, which they hoped would have been in- 
troduced into the Stamp Act of this year. 

From the Reports of the Infpedtor General, Mr. Irwin, Infpedtor of Diftributors, 
and the Solicitor, it is evident to the Commiffioners, that one great caufe of the 
deficiency in the produce of the Hat Duties, arifes from the principal. penalty having 
' ’ been 
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been laid on the wearer infteadof the retailer ; the penalty on the retailer at prefent 
is forty {hillings ; feveral have been convitfted by the Infpedors, but, as the Ma- 
giftrates, in every inftance, have reduced the penalty to a moiety, the Infpeftors were 
lofers by their proceedings. 

t am further direded to Rate, that, in the opinion of the Commiffioners, it would 
very much tend to remedy the evil, were the penalties on retailers increased to den 
Pounds lor every Hat fold without a licenfe, which would make it an objed to our 
informer to fue for his proportion.
